THE QUEEN mounted a 
strong counter-attack yester¬ 
day against a wave of specula¬ 
tion that the Royal Family had 
been at odds since the death of 
Diana, Princess of Wales. 

She authorised Bucking¬ 
ham Palace to issue a rare and 
outspoken statement catalogu¬ 
ing a flood of “inaccurate and 
untrue" stories about the 
funeral preparations. 

Those included claims that 
the Prince of Wales, backed by 
the Prime Minister, had per¬ 
suaded tile Queen to break 
with protocol and broadcast io 
the nation on the eve of the 
funeral; rhat there was a rift 
between the Royal Family and 
the Spencer family; and that 
the Prince had a ferocious row 
with the Queen's top aide.

The poinr-by-poinr rebuna I 
came out of the blue and 
appeared to be the start of a 
fightback by the Monarchy 
against the damage it fears it 
has suffered since the 
Princess’s death. The Queen 
has already said that she is 
ready to learn the lessons from 
the life of the Princess and the 
reaction to her death. 

But the Royal Family's im¬ 
mediate priority is to hall 
speculation of a rift between 
Buckingham Palace and St 
James's Palace, where the 
Prince of Wales’s office is 
based, and to quash the idea 
ihat he is keener than the 
Queen on modernising die 
Monarchy. The message from 
the Palace was clearly intend¬ 
ed to be that the Queen 
remains very much in charge. 

Downing Street was aware 
that the Palace intended to pul 
out its statement and was sent 
a copy in advance as a 
courtesy, but there was no 
cunsulration over its contents. 

It said: "In the aftermath of 
the tTagicde3th of the Princess 
of Wales there has been a 
wave of speculation and inac¬ 
curate stories about rhe events 
leading up. and subsequent to. 
the funeral. These stories need 
to be corrected." 

It added thar the Queen was 
responsible for her own deci¬ 
sions in the week after the 
Princess's death. It had been 
suggested thar the Prime Min¬ 
ister and Prince of Wales 
pressured her to rewrite the 
royal rule book and fly a flag 
ar half mast over Buckingham 
Place. That interpretation was 
wrong, the Palace said. 

“The Queen took decisions 
in close consultation with the 
Prince of Wales at Balmoral. 
Her advisers were in close 
touch with those of the Prince 
of Wales and the Prime Minis¬ 
ter. Suggestions that pressure 
had to be exerred on the Queen 
by anyone, including the 
Prince of Wales, are false. 

“As the Queen said in her 
broadcast she believes there 
are lessons to be drawn from 
the life of the Princess and the 
public reaction to it. As for 
lessons for the Palace, the 
Queen's advisers are. of 
course, working closely with 
the Prince of Wales's office."

Ulster peace talks open 
without Unionist parties

GERRY ADAMS led Sinn 
Fein into direct talks with the 
British Government at Stor¬ 
mont yesterday, but the first 
day of what were supposed to 
be all-pany peace negotiations 
passed with not one of the 
Unionist or loyalist parties 
present. 

Much of the day's action 
centred noi on ihe talks sit all. 
hur on hectic efforts to coax the 
Ulster Unionist Party to Stor¬ 
mont for direct or indirect 
negotiations. Last night the 
prospects of that happening, 
perhaps as early as today, 
irjoked good. 

Before most people had even 
woken up the British and Irish 
Prime Ministers issued a joint 
statement designed to reas¬ 
sure the UUP on the conten¬ 
tious issues uf IRA dis¬ 
armament and consent. At 
mid-morning Paul Murphy, 
the political development min¬ 
ister. visited the UUP* Belfast 
headquarters, and last night 
George Mitchell, the Ameri¬ 
can chairman or the talks, met 
Da rid Trimble, the UUP lead¬ 
er. in Belfast's Europa hotel. 

Mr Trimble said he was 


"encouraged" by the Prime 
Ministers' statements and 
said the UUP intended to join 
the negotiations “as soon as 
possible" if his meeting with 
Mr Mitchell went well. Mr 
Mitchell emerged from that 
meeting unable to announce 
an agreement bur sounding 
optimistic. 

The principal outstanding 
issue is the UUPS insistence 
that some IRA decommission¬ 
ing of arms rake place during 
the negotiations. Mr Mitchell 
was apparently rtying to per¬ 
suade Mr Trimble to leave the 
matter in the hands of an 
international body on decom¬ 
missioning being set up by the 
British and Irish Govern¬ 
ments. Procedural rules pre¬ 
vent the full-scale negotiations 
from officially beginning until 
there is agreement on this 
marter. 

“Obviously if there were no 
stumbling blocks we would all 
lie (at Stormont! now." said 
Mr Mitchell. “But I am im¬ 
pressed by the manner in 
which all participants are 
working in a constructive way 
and I hope we cun move the 


process forward." The loyalist 
Ulster Democratic and Pro¬ 
gressive Unionist parries also 
spent the day in talks before 
deriding whether to attend the 
negotiations. Ian Paisley's 
Democratic Unionist Party 
and the UK Unionist Party 
have boycotted the whole 
process. 

Other delegations, mean¬ 
while. gathered at Stormont 
for negotiations that Mr Ad¬ 
ams said could mark "the 
heginning of the end of the 
conflict on this island”. How¬ 
ever Mr Adams was soon 
attacked by the British and 
Irish Governments and other 
parties over the IRA's dis¬ 
avowal last week of the Mitch¬ 
ell principles of democracy' 
and non-violence. 

Technically the full-scale ne¬ 
gotiations did not begin as 
scheduled yesterday, and can¬ 
not do so until the impasse 
over decommissioning is re¬ 
solved. But Ray Burke, the 
Irish Foreign Minister, told 
reporters; “This problem has 
been going on 800 years so you 
can understand an hour or 
two's delay."

Blair to 
take 
£ 41,443 
pay rise

TONY BLAIR is to accept a 
pay rise of £41.443 next year, 
despite the expected freeze on 
nurses' and doctors* wages, it 
emerged last night. 

Downing Street sources 
confirmed that the Prime Min¬ 
ister would take his full salary 
of £143.860, and that other 
Cabinet members would re¬ 
ceive increases taking their 
salaries to E103.S60. 

Mr Blair’s decision is likely 
to provoke an uproar from 
public sector workers who are 
expected to be told next week 
that their £80 billion pay bfll 
will be frozen for another year. 

Nurses’ and doctors' leaders 
have reacted furiously to re¬ 
ports that public sector pay is 
to be squeezed yer again and 
pressure was pur on Mr Blair 
at the weekend to practise 
restraint himself. 

As Opposition leader, he 
announced that he would not 
be taking the full increase 
recommended by the Senior 
Salaries Review Body. After 
the election it was agreed thar 
the Cabinet would forgo full 
rises this year but accept them 
next year. 

A Downing Street spokes¬ 
man said: “The salaries of 
ministers are set tty an inde¬ 
pendent pay review body in 
the same way as others in the 
public sector."

I’ll never fear to 
speak my mind, 
promises Hague

WILLIAM HAGUE fought 
bade against criticism of his 
leadership last night with a 
promise to his party that he 
would not be deterred from 
blunt speaking through fear of 
causing offence. 

Under internal and external 
attack far accusing Tony Biair 
of trying to make political 
capita] out of the funeral of 
Diana, Princess of Wales, Mr 
Hague made a wide-ranging 
assault on the Government Ln 
a dear attempt to raise his 
profile, he also threw open to 
newspapers and television a 
private meeting with activists 
at Conservative Central Office 
last night 

But he also postponed a 
planned walkabout at 
London’s Victoria Station, 
where he might have faced 
media questioning about his 
controversial salvo against 


Mr Blair and the defection to 
the liberal Democrats of 
Hugh Dykes, the former Tory 
MP. His aides insisted that the 
visit had been called off so that 
Mr Hague could spend more 
time working on his speech to 
London Conservatives. 

Earlier Lord Tebbit, the 
former Tory chairman, sug¬ 
gested that Mr Hague had 
been unwise to make his 
accusations that officials had 
secretly briefed journalists 
with die aim of putting the 
Government in a good light 
and die Royal Family in a bad 
light. Downing Street said the 
charges were “totally untrue". 
Buckingham Palace insisted it 
was happy with the role 
played by Mr Blair. 

Lord Tebbit said: “I certain¬ 
ly would say one would expert 
that any leaders would gain 
discretion with experience. 


Public ‘disgust’ 
prompted attack

WILLIAM HAGUE'S deci¬ 
sion to accuse the Government 
of making political capital out 
of the Princess’s death came 
after he heard similar con¬ 
cerns from the public, accord¬ 
ing to Tory officials. 

The Tory leader, during his 
tour of the country, was struck 
by die disgust some people felt 
ar what they believed was 
Labour's attempt to exploit die 
tragedy and felt a duty to 
speak out He knew it was a 
risk but believed he had to 
“draw a line in the sand", one 
source said yesterday. 

•There are many people out 
there who felt that the Labour 
Party were highjacking the 
memory of the Princess. Wil¬ 
liam is the leader of the 
Conservative party. He decid¬ 
ed that he wanted to say it 
publicly," the source said. 

Mr Hague discussed the 
matter with his advisers and 
his views were leaked to the 
Sunday press. Alan Duncan, 
his parliamentary political 


secretary, told the Express an 
Sunday: The Labour Party is 
behaving as though it owns 
the Royal Family." 

The story ensured that Mr 
Hague would be asked about 
it when he appeared on 
BBC[*s Breakfast with Frost. 
He accused Downing Street 
officials of “shabby politics". 

Another Tory source said: 
"We knew it was high-octane 
stuff but there comes a point 
when you just have to say 
these things. If it causes a lot 
of criticism, so be it." 

The row has prompted 
questions over die role of Mr 
Hague’s advisers. Mr Dun¬ 
can, occasionally described as 
the Tories’ answer to Peter 
Mandelson, led Mr Hague's 
leadership campaign team 
and is a vice-chairman of the 
party. He is also Mr Hague’s 
acting press secretary until 
Gregor Mackay, a former 
ministerial special adviser, 
takes up the job full-time at the 
end of the month. 


Perhaps, if I had been the 
leader of the party at this time, 
I would have been going on 
other issues." Asked if Mr 
Hague should “lay ofT royal 
stories. Lord Tebbit said: T 
think that the royals and the 
stories around them should be 
allowed to rest" 

But Mr Hague was backed 
by Kenneth Clarke, the man 
he beat in the run-off for the 
leadership. The former Chan¬ 
cellor said: "He’s staked out 
his position, the position of the 
Conservative Party, over the 
last two or three months and I 
agree with what he's said and 
1 support what he's done. Irs 
for, far, too soon for this kind 
of carping criticism to start 
breaking out in sections of the 
party or the press already." 

In his speech last night Mr 
Hague concentrated his fire 
on the Government's early 
record. He called it a “PR 
exercise built on the back of 
the strongest economy in liv¬ 
ing memory". 

He attacked the Govern¬ 
ment over Budget tax-rises, 
lengthening waiting-lists and 
and students' tuition fees, 
describing each as “a promise 
solemnly given, and a promise 
casually abandoned". 

Tories would not “shy away 
from speaking our minds", he 
said “We will be frank even 
when it is not always popular. 
For there are times when 
blunt-speaking offends some 
people. I am prepared to live 
with that. Opposition has 
never been for the faint¬ 
hearted.” 

Mr Hague also used the 
meeting to urge support for 
his plans to snake up Tory 
party organisation, introduc¬ 
ing a single constitution and 
national membership list. He 
is faring opposition from se¬ 
nior party members but made 
plain that “no change is not an 
option". He has been criticised 
for coupling the vote endors¬ 
ing his leadership at the party 
conference next month with 
another approving reform. 

Mr Dykes, who lost his 
Harrow East seat in May. 
hinted that other pro-Euro¬ 
pean Tories felt as he did. and 
Labour sources hinted further 
Tory defections were possible.

Bereaved mother leads peace vigil 

Women want politicians to recall cost 
of failure, writes Martin Fletcher 


AS THE potentially historic 
peace talks opened at Stor¬ 
mont yesterday, the mother of 
the last British soldier shot in 
Northern Ireland led a silent 
vigil outside the gates to 
remind the politicians of the 
human stakes in their 
endeavours. 

"I hope to touch their con¬ 
sciences," said Rita Restorick. 
whose son, Stephen, was shot 
in the back by an IRA sniper 
while talking to a motorist at a 
checkpoint in South Armagh 
in February. He was buried 
on his 24th birthday. 

“I want peace in Northern 
Ireland so no other mother 
has to go through what I have 
gone through, and what so 
many other mothers have 
gone through in the past 28 
years." she said. 

Unionist and nationalist 
politicians had to sit down at 
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the table together, listen to 
cadi other and make compro¬ 
mises because that was the 
only possible way of ending 
the conflict 

Mrs Restorick, from Peter¬ 
borough. was joined by a 
dozen other women from both 
sides of the sectarian divide 
who had lost relatives in the 
Troubles and clutched pic¬ 
tures of the dead. The vigil 
was confined to women 
because the politicians and 
the killers were mostly men. 

Kay Duddy, whose brother 
was killed by British troops 
on Bloody Sunday in 1972, 
was one of five Catholic 
women who drove down from 
Londonderry to join Mrs 
Restorick. “We wanted her to 
know that we agree with her 
100 per cent" she said. The 
fad that Mrs Restorick’s son 
was a British soldier made no

Dana wins 
election 
backing 

Dana, the 1970 Eurovision 
Song Contest winner, unex¬ 
pectedly secured the backing 
of four councils yesterday to 
become the first person offi¬ 
cially nominated to succeed 
Mary Robinson as Irish Pres¬ 
ident She will now go for¬ 
ward to the election on 
October 30. 

Adi Roche, 42. a human 
rights and anti-nuclear cam¬ 
paigner, added her name to 
the list yesterday as the Lab¬ 
our Party candidate and imm¬ 
ediately became the bookies’ 
favourite. Her campaign is 
likely to be star-studded and 
supporters are expected to 
include Bono, of the rock 
group U2. 

Montserrat vow 

Tony Blair met David Brandt 
Chief Minister of Montserrat, 
and promised that Britain 
would give the stricken island 
all it needed to sustain a 
viable community in the 
north. But the Government 
has urged Montserratian? to 
recognise the potentially fatal 
risks associated with volcanic 
ash. Some islanders were still 
living in an area declared 
unsafe. 

Jaguar export 

Jaguar is (o build its first car 
outside Britain. Unions have 
been told that a study of plans 
for a smaller, low-budget 
model have ruled out Jaguar’s 
sites at Coventry and 
Birmingham. Neither has 
room to build sufficient cars 
(o make the £200 million 
investment worthwhile. FordL 
owner of Jaguar, is expected 
to favour an American plant 
from its worldwide empire.

HENRI PAUL, tiie chauffeur 
at the centre of the investiga¬ 
tion into the death of Diana, 
Princess of Wales, had spent 
at least six hours drinking in 
various bars during the after¬ 
noon and evening before the 
acddenl. according to police 
sources. 

M Paul, the deputy security 
director of the Paris Ritz, was 
also killed in the car crash 
beneath the Place de I’Alma 
which claimed the lives of the 
princess and her boyfriend 
Dodi Fayed. After a series of 
blood tests confirming he had 
been more than three times 
over the legal alcohol limit for 
driving, M Paul's body was 
finally released by the authori¬ 
ties at the weekend but his 
family has agreed to bury 
rather than cremate him. in 
the unlikely event that further 
tests are required. 

The funeral is expected to 
take place in M Paul's home 
town of LorienL in Brittany, 
on Saturday. The cremation of 
the body, in accordance with 
his family's wishes, will not 
take place until the investiga¬ 
tion is finally completed, a 
process that is expected to take 
up to a year.

M Paul is believed to have 
returned to the Ritz bar for 
several more drinks, variably 
described as pineapple juice 
and pastis by witnesses, before 
driving off from the rear 
entrance with the couple and 
their bodyguard at lZ20am.

Royal Family is 

irrelevant says 
new history book

A NEW book on the history of 
Britain has described the Ruy- 
al Family as increasingly irrel¬ 
evant and dismissed the 
Empire as little more than a 
setting for the film industry. 

The Oxford Companion to 
British History, published yes¬ 
terday by Oxford University 
Press, criticises leading politi¬ 
cians and paints a dawning 
picture of the Army, the Secret 
Service and famous figures 
from the more distant past 

it was written by 100 lead-., 
ing history academics mainlvr 
from British universities, al¬ 
though some are from the 
United States. Canada and the 
United Arab Emirates. They 
were chosen by John Cannon, 
Professor Emeritus at the 
University of Newcastle upon 
Tyne, for their expertise. 

The book describes Baron¬ 
ess Thatcher as “overbearing 
1 fend shrill” and the late John 
'Smith as much respected but 
“not perhaps as good as he 
was painted". George Brown 
is labelled “a political irrele¬ 
vance" and Ted Heath’s Gov¬ 


ernment “a failure". Brendan 
Smith, lecturer in history at 
Bristol University, said: "It 
sounds l ike a very good under¬ 
graduate essay that's trying to 
shock bur I wouldn't give it a 
first 

“It sounds like a relentless 
attempt to shock at the ex¬ 
pense of any sort of analysis. It 
m/ghr provoke initial interest 
but that* as far as it goes." 

Anthony Howe, senior lec¬ 
turer in International History 
at the London School of Eco¬ 
nomics. said:.“Some of the 
judgments are dearly impres¬ 
sionistic, rather than giving a 
measured appreciation. For 
example, to dismiss Thatcher 
in that way is a partisan 
judgment because there are 
others who would emphasise 
the positive aspects of 
Thatcherism." 

Only three 20th-century 
Prime Ministers emerge from 
the volume unscathed: Chur¬ 
chill is described as Britain’s 
greatest Prime Minister. An- 
lee as the most successful of 
peacetime leaders and Lloyd 


George is credited with having 
had the greatest impact on 
British public life. 

The book attacks the Royal 
Family for being as confused 
as their subjects and in dan¬ 
ger, not merely of being left 
behind, but of seeming in¬ 
creasingly irrelevant 

It says that the Empire did 
not profit Britain as much as 
once thought but “provided 
the British film industry, 
while it lasted, with some 
splendid locations and plots". 
The Army is described as “ill' 
equipped to cope with changes 
in the nature of warfare or of 
Britain's role in the world, 
socially reactionary and badly 
in need of reform". The Secret 
Service has made “some terri¬ 
ble errors" and its achieve¬ 
ments have been “mixed". 

A spokesman for Oxford 
University Press said: “This is 
a dramatic reinterpretation of 
British history. It sheds new 
light on many aspects of life, 
including frank and cutting 
reappraisals of Establishment 
institutions and people."

Cardinal hides and 
seeks God’s truth

THE Archbishop of Westminster has 
turned a game of hide-and-seek 
played with two children into a 
spiritual storybook modelled on Al¬ 
ice's Adventures in Wonderland. 

Basil in Blunderland describes 
Cardinal Basil Hume’s meditations 
as be hunts for and hides from the 
children in a larder, behind a dock, in 
a cupboard and under a piano. The 
74-year-old cardinal has until now 
kept his lighter, more humorous side 
guarded from all but a few, but Basil 
in Blunderland depicts him in child¬ 
like, playful mood. 

The book was inspired by a holiday 
with a family in Invemessshlre in 
1979. Kate; aged about nine, and her 
younger brother, Barney, ask the 
cardinal to play hide-and-seek with 
them. He decides to play but as a 
Benedictine monk, has to do his 
required half-hour meditation along 
the way. “The hiding places suggest¬ 
ed thoughts about the spiritual fife," 
he says. 

In the video accompanying the 
book, the cardinal plays himself as he 
runs from room to room, chasing or 
being chased by Kate and Barney, 
played by child actors, in the game of 
sardines He is depicted scofGng 
biscuits in the larder with Barney as 
they wait to be discovered by Kate, 
and hiding in a stair cupboard. 

In the larder, he meditates on 
whether eating the food would be an 
act of stealing, even if nobody except 
God could see. “God is not the kind of 


person who is watching you all the 
time to catch you out." he says. 

Hiding with Barney beside a 
telephone, he ponders on prayers 
which, like telephone calls, can seem 
to go unanswered. “God answers 
prayers in His way and not in ours." 
he says. Finally, when one of the chil- 
dren falls and grazes a knee, the 
cardinal, hiding beside a medicine 
chest, meditates on the meaning of 
sickness, suffering and death.

“People seem to regard 
them as a souvenir and take 
away a handful or two, but 
they scree a serious purpose- 
They are basic menthol-based 
cough sweets and have quite a 
kick- There is no excuse for 
coughing when you have one

Ud in Lincolnshire, said: “We 
came up with a special paper 
which is waxed and has a 
special ingredient to reduce 
the noise as well. 

“That ingredient, factor X, 
comes into play between 
printing and waxing the 
paper. This means that it 
doesn't rustle like plastic. 
Sume customers like the noise 
of wrappers and ask us for 
mure noise. This was one of 
the few times we have been 
asked for silence."

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Loch Lomond to 
be first Scottish 
national park

SCOTLAND’S first national 
park, covering Loch Lomond 
and The Trossachs, is to be 
established by a newly 
formed Scottish parliament 
early in the next millennium, 
it was announced yesterday. 

The government pledge 
comes almost 50 years after 
national parks were intro¬ 
duced in England and Wales 

and aims to dose "a major 
gap” in the conservation of 
places of outstanding natural 
beauty and importance north 
of the border. 

Announcing the plans yes¬ 
terday, Donald Dewar, Scot¬ 
tish Secretary, said the 
Scottish version of the nat¬ 
ional park would not be a 
direct import of the English 
and Welsh models, but would 
be "designed to meet the 
particular needs of Scotland”. 

"1 see National Parks here 
as integrating economic dev¬ 
elopment with the proper pro¬ 
tection of the natural 
heritage. We are looking for a 
sustainable approach where 
the requirements of economic 
and social development are 
balanced with those of con¬ 
servation,” he said. 

Scottish Natural Heritage 
the government conservation 
body, will now identify other 


areas in Scotland that may 
benefit from national park 
status and draw up proposals 
with local authorities. The 
Cairngorms are likely to be 
added to die list. 

Yesterday Malcolm Payne, 
64, of the Scottish Council for 
National Parks, said: "This is 
what we have been waiting 
for 60 years." 

Hannah Stirling. 82. from 
Tarbet. who founded Friends 
of Loch Lomond in 1978 to 
stop a hydroelectric develop¬ 
ment there, also welcomed 
the plans, but said they 
should be introduced immed¬ 
iately to reverse the area’s 
environmental decline. Lfo- 
fettered growth of power 
boats, unsympathetic com- 
merriaJ developments, and 
the litter dropped by five 
million tourists each year 
were just some of the prob¬ 
lems, she said. 

The Scottish countryside is 
currently protected by a range 
of schemes, including sites of 
special scientific interest, re¬ 
gional parks, national nature 
reserves and national scenic 
areas. However, areas have 
been (eft vulnerable because 
none has planning powers. 
which remain with the local 
authorities.

Hospital infections kill 
more than road crashes 


MORE people die each year of 
infections caught in hospital 
than are killed on the roads, 
according to a report pub¬ 
lished today. 

Infections are solely respon¬ 
sible For at least 5.000 deaths a 
year and are partly responsi¬ 
ble for a farther 15.000. Last 
year the number of road 
casualties fell to 3.598. the 
lowest since records were 
started in 1926. The number 
peaked at7,985 in l%5 and has 
been declining steadily'since. 

Hospital-acquired infec¬ 
tions, however, continue to 
increase. Although accurate 
records do not exist, the cost of 
treating those infected runs 
into tens of millions of pounds, 
according to the Office of 
Health Economics. The esti¬ 
mated bill for treating patients 
who became ill after surgery 
amounted to £170 million in 
1993, and this group repre¬ 
sented only a quarter of all 
those infected in hospital. 

The report uses 1996 De¬ 
partment of Transport figures 
which estimate that the cost to 
the economy of a life lost in a 
road accident is £841.000. On 
this basis the estimated addi-

tiona] annual cost of the 5.000 
deaths directly attributable to 
hospital-acquired infection is 
£4.2 billion. This does not 
include the cost of the 15.000 
others who died after compli¬ 
cations caused by an infection 
caught during treatment 

The report says that on 
average one patient in 16 
becomes infected in hospital, 
increasingly so with bacteria 
that prove resistant to antibi¬ 
otics. Because these people 
have to remain in hospital 
longer than those who recover 
normally, one patient in ten at 
any one time is there solely 
because of an infection ac¬ 
quired after admission. 

These longer stays take up 
beds that could be used to treat 
other patients, amounting to 
at least a million “bed days" 
lost to the health service every 
year. With patients being re¬ 
leased earlier, many who have 


succumbed to an infection 
before discharge have to be 
treated outside, putting extra 
strains on GPs. health visitors, 
nursing homes and commun¬ 
ity care services. 

An outbreak of an infection 
that is resistant to antibiotics 
can be very expensive. One 
case which lasted two years 
cost £403.600, involving ward 
closures, cancellations of oper¬ 
ations and admissions. Cases 
like this cut the earning capac¬ 
ity of the hospital and can 
wreck the reputation of staff. 

Although little can be done 
to prevent most hospital infec¬ 
tions, at least a third are 
preventable, the report says. 
Britain, however, does not 
spend enough on the neces¬ 
sary staff. Whereas the recom¬ 
mended quota for infection- 
control nurses is one per 250 
beds, the average in Britain is 
only per 477 beds, with one in 


five such nurses employed to 
survey more than 750 beds. 

The report argues that 
spending more on specialist 
staff saves money. A 20 per 
cent cut in hospital-acquired 
infection would save £15.6 mil¬ 
lion a year, a 32 per cent cut 
would save £293 million and 
a 50 per cent cut would save 
£50 million. 

□ The Government an¬ 
nounced a £250.000 scheme 
yesterday to help to reduce the 
millions of pounds wasted on 
unused medicines. Up to half 
of patients suffering from 
chronic diseases do not take 
their medication properly, ac¬ 
cording to a study by the Royal 
Pharmaceutical Society. 

The study found that many 
patients needed more treat¬ 
ment after failing to take 
medication. One in five kidney 
transplant patients were not 
taking their anti-rejection 
medicines. 

Frank Dobson, the Health 
Secretary, told the society's 
conference in Scarborough 
that the money would be spent 
on getting patients to take 
medicines “at the righr time 
and in the right quantities".

Servier said, however, that 
60 million 'people Tiad been 
treated with fenfluoramine 
over 35 years, and 10 million 
with dexfenfluoramine over 
12 years, and there had been 
no evidence of heart valve 
damage during that time. 

The Department of Health 
says it believes that “tens of 
thousands” of prescriptions 
are written for the two drugs 
every year. This year the 
Royal College of Physicians 
recommended tighter restric¬ 
tions on their use. 


LITIGATION against hospi¬ 
tals is growing at such a rate 
that the average district gener¬ 
al hospital now has 50 to 100 
people suing it at any one 
rime, it is claimed today.

Jane Chapman, risk 
manager at North wick Park 
and St Mark’s Hospital NHS 
Trust near Harrow, North 
London, says that in the trust's 
first year, she dealt with six 
claims for compensation. In 
the first three months of this 
year, there were three times 
that number: “Sometimes two 
or three arrive in the same 
post In common with every 
trust that has-ian obstetrics 
unit, we have claims where 
babies are bom less than 
perfect. We have a number of 
claims for brain-daraaged ba¬ 
bies which may or not be as a 
result of hospital care.

EATING beef regularly app¬ 
ears to have trebled the risk of 
catching Creutzfeldt-Jakob 
disease, according to the fifth 
annual survey by the special¬ 
ist unit in Edinburgh set up to 
monitor the illness. Those 
eating brains even very occa¬ 
sionally ran a fourfold higher 
risk of catching the disease. 

The report is the first since 
the new variant of the illness 
was identified but it found no 
convincing evidence of specific 
dietary risk factors. The 
surunit nevertheless agrees 
that the most plausible expla¬ 
nation of the nerw variant is 
exposure to “mad cow" disease 
before the introduction of the 


offal ban in 1989. Publication 
of the report coincided with 
the creation of a special epide¬ 
miology group, chaired by 
Professor Peter Smith of the 
London School of Hygiene 
and Tropical Medicine, to 
consider the data on the new 
variant and to spot emerging 
rrends. 

The report is based on a 
study or the eating habits of 
the 187 cases of dassic CJD 
identified between 1990 and 
1996. The findings show there 
was almost a threefold in¬ 
crease in risk associated with 
consuming beef every month 
and a 3.3-fold increase among 
those eating it weekly. There 


has been suspicion about the 
risks from earing lamb and 
the study found some people 
eating the meat on a monthly 
basis appeared to be at in¬ 
creased risk compared with 
those eating it less often. The 
difference is so slight that the 
link between the disease and 
the meat cannot be clearly 
shown. 

The authors say the ind- 
dence of the illness increased 
from an average 24.8 cases a 
year before the BSE epidemic 
in 1984 to 34.5 between 1990 
and 1996. Levels in Britain 
were comparable to those 
elsewhere in the world, indud- 
ing countries free of BSE.

Hepatitis link to 
cancer uncovered

SCIENTISTS have discovered 
why people infected with hep¬ 
atitis B and C are at greater 
risk of liver cancer. The infec¬ 
tion favours the growth of 
liver cells which lack the gene 
that normally protects 3gainst 
cancer, according to a re¬ 
searcher from Duke Univer¬ 
sity in North Carolina. 

The cells were still capable 
of regenerating the liver, but 
were especially prone to can¬ 
cer. Dr Randy Jirtle. who has 
been working with Angus De 
Souza of Zeneca Pharmaceuti¬ 
cals in Cheshire, said. When 
they suffered further damage 
in the course of detoxifying 
chemicals, they could not re¬ 
pair it and developed into 


tumours, the team reports in 
the Proceedings of the Nat¬ 
ional Academy of Science. 

Large numbers are infected 
with hepatitis C. many as a 
result of blood transfusions. 
The British Liver Trust esti¬ 
mates there are about 500.000 
infected in this country: haw 
many will develop liver cancer 
is unknown. Infection rates 
from hepatitis B are lower. 

How the change occurs is 
not clear, but it may be that 
ihe virus favours the survival 
of cells that can grow more 
easily than normal ones. 
Another possibility is that 
these cells are protected from 
being killed by the infection, 
while normal cells are noL

Risk in living off 
fat of the land 



O ne of the contradic¬ 
tions in medicine is 
that while longevity 
is related to soda! class — 
die affluent live longer — 
an extensive diet rich in red 
meat apparently increases 
the risk of some cancers. 

The latest reports of 
Coma, the committee on 
medical aspects of food 
policy, and the World Can¬ 
cer Research Fund are said 
to recommend against hav¬ 
ing more than 140 grams 
(5oz) of red meat a day. As 
this is about twice the 
intake of British people, it 
may be of more importance 
to travellers, and may per¬ 
suade them not to finish 
their American steaks. 

U is likely that the fat 
between the fibres of the 
joint — which gives it its 
flavour — and the skin is 
responsible for any in¬ 
crease in malignancies. A 
heavy consumption, how¬ 
ever. of some particular 
forms of meat — those, for 
instance, which have been 
smoked - may be involved 
in an increased incidence of 
stomach cancer. 

In a.woman. cancer ot the 
call bladder and body of 
the uterus has the most 
clearly defined relationship 
to obesity, frequently relat¬ 
ed to a high-faL high- 
caloric dieL and there is a 
less obvious relationship 
between ovenrating and 
cancer of the breast and 
cervix. In both rexes, there 
is some association be¬ 
tween cancer of the coIon 
and fat intake, but the 
connection is more marked 
in men. Prostate cancer is 
probably more common m 


overweight men. The asso¬ 
ciation between the cancers 
is likely to be connected to 
the effect of a high-fa! diet 
on hormone production. 

The latest reports draw 
conclusions from an old 
story. During the Second 
World War. the study of 
nutrition became of great 
importance. An unexpected 
finding in animal experi¬ 
ments was (hat the number 
of cancers could be in¬ 
creased by overfeeding. 

Few doctors now doubt 
that diet has some influence 
on liability to develop some 
forms of cancer. Risk will 
be reduced to some extent 
by a diet rich in fresh fruit 
and vegetables, with a high 
fish content — particularly 
if the fish has not been 
smoked or artificially pre¬ 
served — and enough fibre 
to keep the bowels working 
regularly, but not so much 
as to reduce absorption of 
vitamins and other essen¬ 
tial elements. A high- 
calorie diet, over-rich in fa! 
and fat-laden red meat, 
tends to increase risk. 

Social and economic fac¬ 
tors confuse the picture, 
particularly as obesity is 
related to class, and hence 
to the availability of good 
medicine, which can con¬ 
tribute to survival. Bal¬ 
anced nutrition is all- 
impuriant There are not so 
much good and bad foods, 
but a good dieL The disad¬ 
vantages of burgers may be 
compounded by chips 
which often go with them.

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World recognition 
raises hopes for 
ruined monastery

A VICTORIAN monastery 
stripped bare by vandals and 
left to crumble in the elements 
has been declared one of the 
world's hundred most impor¬ 
tant endangered buildings. 

_ The Monastery of St Fran¬ 
cis. In Gorton. Manchester, 
was the spiritual home for its 
inner-city flock for more than 
100 years after its consecra¬ 
tion in 1872. But its congrega¬ 
tion disappeared with the 
slum clearances and, after the 
Franciscan friars left in 19S9, 
its redbrick and stone splen¬ 
dour fell into ruin. 

The monastery is one of 
four British buildings put on 
the "most endangered" list by 
the World Monuments Fund, 
based in New York. The 
others are the Mussenden 
Temple, a rotunda built on 
the Northern Ireland coast by 
the Earl of Bristol in (7S3. the 
St Vincent Street C'hureh in 
Glasgow and the Hadluw 
Tower in KenL They join 
more imposing and better- 
known buildings, such as the 
Alexander Palace in St 
Petersburg. 

The aim of the fund is to 


identify "eminent and un¬ 
sung" buildings in need and 
match them with sources of 
funding. So far more than 
E2S million has been provid¬ 
ed by American Express and 
other donors to help those on 
last year’s list. 

The Grade II listed Gorton 
monastery was built by the 
leading neo-Gothic architect 
Edwin Wei by Pugin and was 
considered the most beautiful 
parish church in the North of 
England. Now its statues 
have been stolen, the roof is 
exposed and the interior has 
been damaged by fire. 

Last year it was offered a 
new lease of life when a 
charitable trust was launched 
to restore iL Elaine Griffiths, 
the chairman, said: "It is 
incredible to think the build¬ 
ing will be included among 
some of the world's greatest 
architectural landmarks. We 
can now apply for much- 
needed cash to repair the 
monastery and. with a lottery 
hid wc will submit shortly. I 
don't see whal can stop Gor¬ 
ton's magnificent monument 
from being saved."

NOBODY was trying loo hard to get 
in Tony Banks's way yesterday. Not 
when he was allowed to score a try 
on a visit to Cardiff Anns Rark. and 
certainly not when he tried to whip 
up interest in (he Welsh devolution 
campaign on a visit to Swansea 
shopping centre. 

Perhaps they were just avoiding 
the stiff breeze, but many shoppers 
ducked into doorways as the Sports 
Minister and his entourage ap¬ 
proached.

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Clinton nominee quits fray

IN WASHINGTON 

WILLIAM WELD, the patrician 
former Republican Governor of 
Massachusetts, withdrew his nomi¬ 
nation as American Ambassador to 
Mexico yesterday, ceding victory in 
the most protracted of Washington’s 
recent political battles to the conser¬ 
vative forces of Jesse Helms. 

Bowing to inevitable defeat after 
last week's theatrical public refusal 
by Mr Helms, the chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations committee, 
to countenance him as President 
Clinton's nominee. Mr Weld told the 


White House that he would no longer 
pursue the Mexico job. 

In announcing his decision, he was 
expected last night to seek no further 
diplomatic role in the Clinton Admin¬ 
istration and return to the private 
sector as an investment banker. 

The imbroglio between Mr Helms, 
a southern arch-conservative, and 
Mr Weld, a liberal Boston brahmin 
and member of the East Coast elite, 
had endured throughout die long 
summer months, a struggle high¬ 
lighting the divisions between the 
radical and moderate wings of the 
Republican Party. 

From the start. Mr Helms, the 


North Carolina senator who.has 
proved the most persistent thorn m 
the side of Clinton foreign policy, had 
argued that Mr Weld was too soft on 
drugs to represent Washington in 
Mexico, a country plagued by cartels 
and a main channel for narcotics into 
the United States. 

The former Governor, whose re¬ 
cent misfortune included last year's 
unsuccessful attempt to win a Senate 
seat in Massachusetts, openly backs 
the medical use of marijuana and 
needle-exchange programmes. 

Privately. M r Helms, who has long 
shown often contempt for homosex¬ 
uals. feminists, campaigners for af¬ 


firmative action and abortion sup¬ 
porters. viewed Mr Weld as too 
liberal in every sense, 

A proehoice Republican, Mr Weld 
had publicly advertised the homosex¬ 
ual members of his staff during his 
time as Governor. He resigned from 
the post in July in what he described 
as a personal effort to seek the 
ambassadorship. Since then, he has 
campaigned for the nomination and 
had regular support from a White 
House "only too eager to watch the 
Republican Party tear itself apart in 
front of the nation. 

With the return of Congress after 
the summer recess, however, the bat¬ 


tle was brought to a head on Friday 
when Mr Helms refused even 10 
grant a hearing to Mr Weld during a 
half-hour Senate meeting. 

Repeatedly banging his gavel to 
drown The interruptions of liberals. 
Mr Helms had even managed to 
taunt his enemy with the words. “Got 
your ticket to Mexico yet?” as the two 
shook hands afterwards. 

Mr Helms, who became the chair¬ 
man of the committee not through 
any knowledge of foreign policy but 
rattier because he was the loneest- 
serving Republican on it. has main¬ 
tained a consistently obstructive 
stance towards the White House. 


Jerusalem fury at 
settlers’ takeover

TWO flat-roofed Arab houses 
in annexed east Jerusalem 
emerged yesterday as a new 
Middle East flashpoint. 
Jewish settlers moved in 
under cover of darkness imm¬ 
ediately after Binyamin Net¬ 
anyahu. the Prime Minister, 
bad pledged to veto an adjoin¬ 
ing Jewish housing project. 

Palestinian leaders and 
leading opposition Israeli poli¬ 
ticians condemned the move 
as likely to provoke renewed 
confrontation and Mr Net¬ 
anyahu condemned the action 
of the settlers. 

Islamic groups, which have 
thretened more suicide attacks 
in Jerusalem, were quick to 
call for retaliation and the 
Israeli security forces are 
braced for riots after Muslim 
weekly prayers on Friday. 

Yael Dayan, the leading 
Labour Party politician and 
daughter of the late Moshe 
Dayan, the war hero, was one 
of many politicians who came 
to the tense area at the foot of 
the Mount of Olives. “I hate to 
say it, bur the next act of 
[Palestinian] terror will stem 
from here. These settlers will 
then be guilty and. what is 
more. Mr Netanyahu will be 
guilty.” 

The houses were bought 
from their Arab owner with 
funds supplied by a Miami- 
based magnate. Irving Mosk- 
owitz, and leased ro the 
settlers. Mr Netanyahu had 
promised to veto Mr Mosko- 
witz’s plans to build homes for 
70 Jewish families in the Ras 
al-Amoud area overlooking al- 


Aqsa Mosque. Hundreds of 
heavily armed troops and 
border police were sent to 
protect the three settler fam¬ 
ilies whose wrecked cars bore 
witness to stone-throwing by 
local Palestinians soon after 
the takeover. 

As the settlers moved in 
according to a pre-arranged 
plan, supported by some lead¬ 
ing right-wingers in the Israeli 
Government the prayer lead¬ 
er in a nearby mosque shouted 
to local residents through a 
loudspeaker “Come out and 
attack the Zionists. They are 
taking your land." Eyad 
Silwadi. a Palestinian, shout¬ 
ed in Hebrew; “Maniacs.

Ms Albright who ended her 
inaugural tour of the Middle 
East yesterday, said: ”i am an 
optimist but 1 cannot make 
any predictions of success 
based on my discussions this 
week." It was the first time 
that an American Secretary of 
State had visited the Lebanese 
capital since 1983. 

Ms Albright flew by helicop¬ 
ter from Cyprus to the new US 
Embassy in the hills above 
Beirut before meeting Presi¬ 
dent Hrawi and Rafik Hariri, 
the Lebanese Prime Minister. 
Her visit to Lebanon, which 
was kept secret until the last 
minute, is believed to have 
been prompted by die worsen¬ 
ing crisis in the south.

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Namibia ship finds 
suspected site of 
German jet crash

A NAMIBIAN ship appeals 
to have discovered the site 
where a German military 
aircraft plunged into the At¬ 
lantic Ocean, a German De¬ 
fence Ministry spokesman 
said yesterday. 

The ship’s crew had discov¬ 
ered a large pool of oil off the 
West African coast, the 
spokesman said. The Namib¬ 
ian fisheries protection vessel 
had made the discovery dose 
to an area where rescuers 
searching for the Tupolev 
Tul54 had earlier recovered 
part of an aircraft seat and 
some German papers. 

He said the ministry had no 
information on the fate of a 
missing US Air Force CI4I 
cargo plane. Offidals have 
said they feared the two 
planes had collided in mid¬ 
air. Both planes vanished on 
Saturday, with a total of 33 
people on board. 

The Tupolev was carrying 
12 German Marines who were 
due to take part in the South 
African Navy's 75th anniver¬ 
sary celebrations, the wives of 
two of them and ten crew 
members. The other missing 
aircraft, with nine crew on 


board, was on a flight from 
Windhoek, capita] of Namib¬ 
ia, to Ascension Island. 

Kathy Bell, general manag¬ 
er of the South African Airline 
Pilots’ Association, said that if 
the aircraft had collided it was 
a tragedy that had been 
waiting to happen. Large 
areas of increasingly crowded 
South African skies were gov¬ 
erned by poor and outdated 
air traffic control operations. 

She said it was possible that 
the military pilots were not 
making use of in-flight broad¬ 
cast procedure, now adopted 
by most airlines operating 
flights to South Africa. Air¬ 
liner captains radio details of 
their positions every five or 
ten minutes in order to alert 
other pilots and ensure ade¬ 
quate separation levels. 

The German aircraft was 
not fitted with “black box" 
recording or collision alert 
systems, the ministry spokes¬ 
man said. This would have 
given the investigators clues 
to what happened before the 
crash, while a collision alert 
system would have informed 
the pilot of approaching 
danger.

Purged leader urges 
Tiananmen rethink

IN WHAT appeared to be a 
courageous move that directly 
challenges ihe Communist 
Party line, the disgraced for¬ 
mer party chief Zhao Ziyang 
has appealed to the party to 
reassess its verdict thar the 
Tiananmen Square protests 
were a “ counter-revolution ary 
rebellion", party sources said 
yesterday. 

Mr Zhao showed sympathy 
for the students demonstrat¬ 
ing for democracy in 1989. and 
urged them to leave the square 
peacefully. In what would be 
Mr Zhao's first political act 
since he was purged, the 77- 
year-old former heir apparent 
to the late Deng Xiaoping, 
who died last February, has 
apparently sent a letter to the 
current 15th party congress in 
Beijing. 

The letter appears to bring 
him into contention with Lt 
Peng, the unpopular Prime 
Minister who signed the mar¬ 
tial law Act that led to the 
bloody crackdown on June 4. 
1989. in which hundreds of 
students died. Deng himself, 
however, had taken the-ulti- 
mate derision to break up the 



demonstrations. Mr Zhao, 
who is still regarded warily by 
China’s leaders because of the 
popularity of his relatively 
liberal political and economic 
views, described his letter as 
an open message to the 2,048 
delegates attending the con¬ 
gress. which aims to set Chi¬ 
na’s course for the next five 
years. 

There was no official confir¬ 
mation that the letter circulat¬ 
ing in Boring was actually 
from Mr Zhao, and a spokes¬ 
man for the congress, Xu 
Guangchun, said tersely while 
introducing “model" workers 
to the press: “We have not seen 
that sort of letter. With regard

An examination of The 
Royals, published in the Uni¬ 
ted States today, shows it to be 
a racy mixture of fact and 
fiction; little more than a 
collection of idle hearsay and 
unsubstantiated claims from a 
biographer whose timing 
could not have been worse. 

The death of Diana, Prin¬ 
cess of Wales, and subsequent 
troubles for the Royal Family 
have been so reverentially 
absorbed into the American 
psyche that Ms Kelley’s pub¬ 
lishers must be wondering 
why they paid this "most 
fearless" of biographers a £3 
million advance. 

The boric has been deemed 
unpublishable in Britain, not 
merely for reasons of taste but 
also because the main charac¬ 
ters, including the Queen, the 
Duke of Edinburgh, Princess 
Margaret, the Prince of Wales 
and the Princess Royal, proba¬ 
bly would reap vast sums 
under British libel law.

Zhao: scolded by Deng for taking students’ side 


THE last time I saw Zhao 
Ziyang—the last time anyone 
saw him at liberty — was at 
Sam on May 19.1969, when he 
entered Tiananm en Square 
and, speaking through a loud- 
hailer, said to the students 
who swarmed about him: 
"Sony, sony, too late; too late. 
You should criticise us and 
blame us." 

Standing behind him, a 
grim-faced Li Peng said noth¬ 
ing. By midnight Mr Zhao 
was under arrest and Mr Li 
was announcing the imposi¬ 
tion of martial law, his voice 
booming across the square 
from loudspeakers. 

That triggered a rush by 
thousands of students to¬ 
wards the west of Beijing 
where, to their astonishment, 
they were able to block the 
army, which had daily been 
drawing ever closer to the 
centre of the city. 

What we did not know was 
that on May 17 Mr Zhao had 
attended a meeting of the 
Politburo Standing Commit¬ 
tee at Deng Xiaoping’s man¬ 
sion behind the Forbidden 
City. Deng, who did not trust 
the relatively young men on 
the committee, had also sum¬ 
moned some of the “immor¬ 
tals". retired revolutionary 
grandees whom he knew he 


could rally to support a crack¬ 
down. At this meeting, Mr 
Than was scolded by Deng for 
encouraging the students. 
Deng reportedly said he had 
the army behind him; when 
Mr Zhao replied that he had 
student backing, Deng said 
that meant he had no support. 

On May IS, Mr Zhao and 
three other Politburo mem¬ 
bers, including Mr LI visited 
hunger-striker students in 
hospital. There, as seen on 
television, Mr Zhao told the 
students that their aims and 
the party's were the same, and 
that they should abandon 
their fast 

That same day. Mikhail 
Gorbachev, then the Soviet 
leader, left China, where he 
had spoken to Deng, Mr U 
and Mr Zhao. His spokesman 
told me, off the record: “Hie 
only one of those guys that the 
boss ever wants to see again is 
Zhao." 

On May 19. Mr Zhao told 
another Politburo meeting 
that he took full responsibility 
for the demonstrations and 
offered to resign. Deng reject¬ 
ed that, because It would have 
proved that the leaders were 
In disagreement It was from 
that meeting that Mr Zhao 
took his car to the square, for 
his last moments at liberty.

THE future of Britain's special

Italy toasts bumper 
year for wines

THIS YEAR'S Italian wine 
harvest is the best for 50 years, 
according to Corriere della 
Sera. Barolo and Vino Nobile 
di Montepulriano as well as 
many humbler wines from 
Sicfly and Sardinia all score 
exceptionally high marks. 

The prospect of a great 1997 
vintage comes after reports 
that this year's French harvest 
is also of unusual quality. 
“This is a collector's year." 
said Giuseppe Martelli, of the 
Italian Oenologists' Associ¬ 
ation. adding: “Connoisseurs 
will be in ecstasies." 

The quantity being pro¬ 
duced is lower than usual, but 
prices are higher, with expect¬ 
ed mark-ups at least 10 per 
cent higher than last year's. 

Italy earned a reputation as 
a notorious overproducer of 
wine in the 1980s. much of it of 
indifferent quality and des¬ 
tined for the European Union 
wine lake. But 250,000 acres 
of vines have been dug up 
since 1989 as part of a policy of 
“restoring the balance be¬ 
tween supply and demand”. 

Bruno Ceretto. a leading 
producer of Barolo wines. 


said there was a boom in 
Italian wine sales caused in 
part by the popularity of “the 
Mediterranean diet".Signor 
Martelli said the quality of 
this year's Italian red wines 
was “at 1947 levels", while the 
whites were comparable with 
those of 1990. Favourable 
exchange rates have enabled 
producers to make inroads 
into die American and Euro¬ 
pean markets and Italy also 
has 15 percent of the Japanese 
marfeeL 

The producers of Brindisi 
in southern Italy meanwhile 
were celebrating an unexpect¬ 
ed bonus in the fomwjf a huge 
order from China. An agricul¬ 
tural consortium from Brindi¬ 
si said that it had signed a 
deal with officials from the 
Chinese province of Shan¬ 
dong who were so taken with 
the quality of Brindisi wine 
that they ordered the entire 
regional supply of two million 
hectolitres a year for eight 
years. The contract is worth 
£65 million to overjoyed Brin¬ 
disi farmers.

Yoked together on 
path of disgrace

BENAZIR BHUTTO and Asif 
Ali Zardari perplex Pakistan. 
Nobody can fathom their mar¬ 
riage;— why it happened and 
why it survives. They are from 
vastly different backgrounds; 
one is upper middle class, the 
other the daughter of one of 
the country's richest; most 
powerful feudal families. His 
reputation makes her all but 
unelectable so long as the 
marriage lasts. 

Miss Bhutto was disgraced 
in this year’s general election 
less by her own conduct than 
her husband’s. His name has 
become a byword for corrup¬ 
tion, although no allegations 
have been proved. He is held 
in general contempt 

“Why does she stand by 
him?" is a question asked 
repeatedly. It was an uncon¬ 
ventional arranged marriage. 
They met at a dinner party — 
Ms Bhutto says she does not 
remember the occasion — and 
thereafter Mr Zardari pur¬ 
sued her until he was granted 
permission to meet her for¬ 
mally. It took a long time for 
die marriage to be approved. 

His father owned a Karachi 
cinema and had other invest¬ 
ments. but compared with the 

Bhutto holdings he was a 


financial fledgeling. It might 
have been that Miss Bhutto, 
educated in England where 
she had a sports car and 
enjoyed the night life, received 
relatively few good marriage 
offers from the conservative 
Pakistani upper class. 

She is said to have grown to 
love hun,.bui was upset by his 
playboy reputation. Those 
dose to them say they once 
came near to divorce and that 
the marriage is again in 
trouble, but Miss Bhutto de¬ 
nied this week that she intend¬ 
ed to leave him. Mr Zardari 
has rqected allegations that he 
was involved in the killing of 
her brother, Murtaza, shot by 
police in Karachi. 

Murtaza was trying to daim 
the Bhutto political legacy, 
and he and Mr Zardari are 
said to have argued often.

Mr Rehman called these de¬ 
velopments a milestone in the 
Government's drive to un¬ 
earth alleged cornjptinn by 
Miss Bhutto’s administration, 
which was ousted in a general 
election eight months ago in a 
wave of public disgust. Her 
Pakisian People’s Party was 
practically wiped out. raising 
doubts about her ability lo 
make a comeback. 

The Swiss are waiting to see 
if criminal charges are filed 
against Miss Bhutto in Paki¬ 
stan for corruption before 
taking the case further. Judi¬ 
cial authorities in Islamabad 
have to lodge a formal request 
for mutual assistance by De¬ 
cember 8, including details of 
the charges and the relation¬ 
ship with Bhutto assets in 
Geneva, u» allow bank docu¬ 
ments to be handed over to 
investigators. 

A fax from the Pakistani 
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Prime Minister's office on 
September 8 identified four 
banks in Geneva alleged to 
IwkJ accounts and deposit 
boxes in the Bhuttos’ name. It 
asked for bank documents to 
be handed aver an: suspicion 
that the Bhuttos "wilfully and 
knowingly plundered the nat¬ 
ional wealth for their own 
personal motives". 

Folco Galli. a spokesman 
for the Swiss Justice and 
Police Ministry, said that the 
letter did not mention an 
amount. The three-month 
blocking order is designed to 
prevent the removal of assets 
from Switzerland, but Swiss 
banks are obliged to lift secre¬ 
cy and inform the authorities 
if they have any accounts in 
those names. 

Anwar Khalid. the Law 
Minister, said in Islamabad 
that laws in Switzerland were 
tough and the authorities 
there could not be influenced

Miss Bhutto — and her 
husband, who is in jail in 
Karachi on a string of crimi¬ 
nal charges — headed what is 
claimed to have been the most 
corrupt regime in Pakistan's 
brief democratic history. It

He was given the post in his 
wife's Government of Minis¬ 
ter for Investments, though no 
such minishy existed. Oppo¬ 
nents said it amounted to a 
licence to extort money. Com¬ 
mentators have said Miss 


Bhutto will never return to 
power so long as she remains 
married to Mr Zardari. 

The drive against Miss 
Bhutto, who is in Dubai, must 
contain an element of political 
vendetta. The last Govern¬ 
ment of Nawaz Sharif, the 
Prime Minister, was riven 
with fraud and his present 
administration is hardly bet¬ 
ter. The Cabinet consists 


largely of the same discredited 
ministers as his first adminis¬ 
tration, but no there have been 
. no moves against those known 
to be corrupt. 

Nor have any other senior 
government politicians or bu¬ 
reaucrats who have enriched 
themselves illegally been 
brought to book, despite an 
“accountability” drive that

The German- 
based Transparency Interna¬ 
tional says Pakistan is the 
world’s most corrupt country 
after Nigeria; India is eighth. 

The moves against the 
Bhuttos demonstrate a det¬ 
ermination to destroy any 
chance that the feudal family 
will ever rule again. 


Manor in Surrey 
bought secretly

OPPONENTS of Benazir 
Bhutto have identified prop¬ 
erties in Britain and France 
which they daim form part of 
the web of financial impropri¬ 
ety by her husband. 

One is a £25 million manor 
house in a 355-acre estate, 
which is said to be one of tire 
most secluded large houses in 
the Home Counties. It was 
bought amid great secrecy 
nearly four years ago. The 
estate agents, Browns of 
Guildford, Suney. were un¬ 
aware of the buyer, as the sale 
was concluded through a 
London solid tor. 

Rookwood in Brook, 
Surrey, set in 26 acres of 
formal parkland, has a pri¬ 
vate, landing strip, two staff 
cottages and a separate gym¬ 
nasium with tennis court and 
indoor swimming pod. The 
particulars at the time of sale 
show that it had a master 
suite, guest suite and seven 
other bedrooms. However, 
villagers say the Edwardian 
manor house has been much 
altered. 

A 7ft fence surrounds the 
properly. Local - people say 
Pakistani security guards 


patrol the grounds. Last year 
Miss Bhutto denied she was 
behind the purchase of the 
estate. However, documents 
obtained by her opponents in 
Pakistan allegedly show that 
Asif Ali Zardari tier husband, 
bought the house through an 
Isle of Man company. 

They daim that crates 
marked ‘‘mangoes” and 
shipped by Pakistan Interna¬ 
tional Airways actually con¬ 
tained furniture, artworks 
and antiques destined for the 
house. Eight crates arrived in 
May last year with an invoice 
stating they contained goods 
sent from Miss Bhutto’s pri¬ 
vate residence in Karachi to 
the Pakistan High Commis¬ 
sioner in London. 

The Pakistan High Com¬ 
mission declined to disdose 
their final destination. 

Miss Bhutto has a house in 
the south of France and her 
husband an estate in Nor¬ 
mandy bought in the name of 
his parents. Last year it was 
discovered that Mr Zardari 
was paying for two luxury 
flats in Wilton Crescent, Bel¬ 
gravia.

distinctive physique and per¬ 
sonality. It is supposed that 
the damaged liver fails to 
metabolise. adequately the 
oestrogens that circulate in all 
men.

The combination of these 
two processes decreases the 
amount of testosterone and 
increases the oestrogen. And 
not all testosterone is free 
testosterone; that is, readily 
available in a form the tissues 
can use. In men with liver 
disease, much of the testoster¬ 
one is not free, and so is 
comparatively useless at im¬ 
parting male characteristics.

directly damaging influence 
on testicular function. The 
Leydig cells in the testes, 
which secrete testosterone, are 
vulnerable to alcohol. So in 
heavy drinkers not only has 
the metabolism of testosterone 
and oestrogen been altered, 
but the actual secretion of 
testosterone reduced. 

The changes in a man are 
not confined to anatomy and 
physiology; his psyche is also 
altered. The heavy drinker 
loses his libido as his testoster¬ 
one levels fall. High blood- 
alcohol levels also damage the 
semeniferous tubes, where the 
sperm are formed, thus im¬ 
pairing spermatogenesis. 

Research published in the 
journal Gastroenterology in 
197-4 showed that 80 per cent of 
alcoholics were infertile. Con¬ 
sistently heavy drinking af¬ 
fects the sperm count, and 
more of the sperm are pf 
abnormal form. Sperm motil¬ 
ity is also reduced: they are 
less likely to swim strongly 
and in the right direction. To 
achieve maximum fertility, 
sperm have to swim with the 
determination of a greyhound 
springing from the traps.

more than two to 
23 ounces (at least 
four units) of alco¬ 
hol daily through¬ 
out early pregnan¬ 
cy. And population 
studies have shown 
that there is a 
greater risk of FAS 
among inner-city 
mothers. In 1987 a 
study carried out in 
America of 32370 
womeh, nearly half 
~ _l - ofwhom had taken 
alcohol during pregnancy, 
failed to find one case of FAS. 
Another survey showed the 
syndrome had a direct rela¬ 
tionship to prosperity; if was 
almost absent in the presum¬ 
ably better-nourished sections 
of society. 

Binge drinking in pregnan¬ 
cy has also been studied, and 
there is evidence that, in some 
rare cases, as few as five units 
in a single sitting may have 
contributed to a low birth 
weight But in 40 years of 


medicine. I have looked after 
many mothers who knew their 
babies were conceived after an 
evening’s heavy drinking, or 
who had drunk heavily before 
they were even aware that they 
were pregnant and none of 
the children was adversely 
affected. Surprisingly, a 1995 
report showed that women 
who were light drinkers in 
pregnancy had slightly heavi¬ 
er babies than those who did 
not drink at all. 

I therefore feel confident in 
telling pregnant women that 
they nod not be teetotal, but 
that they should drink only at 
formal or special occasions, 
with a meal and should noi 
exceed two units in an evening 
or seven in a week.

A lthough less obvious, 
the effects of exces¬ 
sive aloohol are 
equally trying in 
women.

After 21 months, I had 
rather expected Sir Rocco to 
nave set himself up in similar 
style; in fact, he gives every 
impression of camping out in 
the modest offices he now 
occupies overlooking Lincoln’s 
Inn Reids. He sits at a large 1 
glass table. On die wall behind 
are a few architects' designs 
for the five-star hotel he is 
building in Cardiff. 

Yet while the trappings erf 
power may be gone, the man¬ 
ner remains. “How are you?” 
he inquires in a thoroughly 
patrician accent. A half-second 
later he smiles. Ir is a perfect 
piece of timing, bom out of 
sheer self-confidence. One has 
just enough time to fear a 
forbidding encounter before 
the tan crinkles, and one is 
ambushed by his disarmingly 
direct gaze. 

Once seated, he leans back. 
“My wife just called to say that 
our eldest daughter has been 
made head girl." he says. I 
assume this to be small talk, 
but Sir Rocco goes cm. and 
outlines a contest of some 
intensity between Lydia. 10. 
and a classmate, the daughter 
of a leading financier, who 
was also tipped for the pos¬ 
ition. They have been rivals 
throughout, vying for the best 
test results, but friends as well. 
His daughter's victory was by 
no means a sure thing. “I think 
Lydia is the more rounded 
personality," he muses. It is 
clear that he has given consid¬ 
erable thought to the two girls’ 
strengths and weaknesses, 
really felt for his daughter as 
she put her pride on the line. 

Sir Rocco, of course, knows 
all about such head-to-heads. 
The battle to save the Forte 
group horn Robinson’s hostile 
takeover was an extremely 
persona] and hard-fought one. 
In effect. Sir Rocco had to 
prove to’the City that he was 
up to his job as executive 
chairman. By the end of two 
months many commentators 
thought he had — but he lost 
the company anyway. 

Everything, from die Cafe 
Royal, the Waldorf and the 
Grosvenor House, right down 
to the Happy Eater chain, 
went to Granada. One can 
scarcely imagine what it must 
feel like to lose in a matter of 
weeks what it took one’s father 
50 years to build, starring from 
a single milk bar. 

Sir Rocco remains a wealthy 
man but the power is gone. He 
owns one restaurant, Les 
Saveurs in Mayfair, and one 
hotel. The Balmoral in Edin¬ 
burgh. Even the family name 
is no longer his own. “I can’t 
actually use it l probably can’t 
use Rocco Forte or Rocco Forte 
Hotels." He would like it back, 
presumably? “Well, 1 mean — 
it would be nice. It’s not the be- 
all and end-all. It's irritating 
having your name bandied 
about by someone else." 

Irritating seems a rather 
small word. Indeed, Sir Rocco 


is so urbane as he discusses 
the takeover that one feels like 
Oprah Winfrey inquiring if 
there weren't, also, a per son al 
dimension to the battle. He 
starts for a minute, clearly 
aghast at the idiocy of the 
question. "Of course, there’s a 
personal element." he says 
tersely. “It's a business I’d 
worked in ail my life, strived 
for. had ambitions for. erm, 
losing it in that way is not very 
pleasant." 

This still seems a rather 
inadequate way of describing 
such a colossal humiliation, 
but he is dearly determined 
not to feel it too deeply, “It was 
worse for my father," he 
insists. “The company was his 
life's work and it’s gone out of 
the window. That’s sad. I can 
start again. He’s not in that 
position." 

Indeed, ii must be dreadful 
for Lord Forte, who spent his 
life not only building the 
business, but also fighting for 
acceptance by ihe Establish-

mem. to see his work snatched 
away. As late as 1994, when 
the Fbrtes. father and son, 
were seeking control of the 
Savoy Group, one party mut¬ 
tered; “Hotels are for foreign¬ 
ers to stay in. not to own." 

Did Sir Rocco experience 
xenophobia too? "School is 
where youtf experience that 
most, and 1 didn't." (He 
describes his years at 
Downside, the Roman Catho- 


unexpeaed anecdote of how. 
at 13, he played an Italian 
waiter inlan ITV play. (Years 
later he ran into Michael 
Caine who told him he’d been 
in the same production.) “I got 
a lot of offers after that for aff- 
sorts of other things. My 
father said ’Do you want to 
become an actor?’ So my face 
brightened up. ‘Or do you. 
want to work hard and go cm 
to university then come into 
the business and run it with 
me?* *1 want to work hard, go* 
on to university..." he says. * 
mimicking his subservient 
spiel and chuckling. 

As he rose smoothly 
through the company, finally 
taking over in 1992, there Were 
constant comparisons with his 
more extrovert father. Did (his 
bother him? He narrows his 
eyes. "It's never been an issue 
with me. I’ve never been 
jealous of my father. l*ve been 
proud of him. In terms of 
people saying ‘Is he as good as 
his father?’, it was water off a 
duck's back. If I was good 
enough it would show through 
in the end." He was not to haw 
the opportunity to realise his 
business plans and now re¬ 
grets not publicising them 
better. “I've always been a 
great believer in letting results 
come through. Not saying 
what I'm going 10 do before I 
do iL" 

But at the suggestion that he 
might be building a second 
empire so that he. too. has 
something to hand to his son, 
six-year-old Charles, he be¬ 
comes defensive. ‘Irs person¬ 
al." he begins. “I'm very much 
in my prime. To go away and 
do nothing and just have fun, 1 
didn't like the idea of. I think, 
if 1 live to a relatively old age. 
I’d like to feel that I’d left 
something behind, created 
something." He doesn't want, 
he says, “to saddle" his son 
with anything. Nevertheless, 
he loves the hotel business: 
“When I was 20. girls were 
more exciting. Now irs the 
business." He spreads his 
hands and smiles. 

The transition was gradual, 
and took a long time— he did 
not marry until he was 42.

As a schoolboy, and 
then a student at Pembroke 
College, Oxford, he spent his 
holidays working in the cellars 
of the Cafe Royal, the jewel in 
the Forte crown. “My father 
was very keen — in a way he 
made sure that 1 would go into 
the business." He then tells an

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Two big hands 
for Steinbeck 


THE 
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YOU can almost smell the 
heat and dust rising off Ian 
Brown's compelling produc¬ 
tion of John Steinbeck's clas¬ 
sic. From the moment the 
dirty, itinerant heroes. George 
and" the feeble-minded Lennie, 
pitch up on Robin Don’s 
shimmering prairie set. the 
potential for a tragic mess 
seems an aching inevitability. 

George, a decenr-heaned 
hobo who inherited Lennie 
with all the enthusiasm of a 
ball and chain. looks out for 
both of them as they drift west, 
scrabbling to earn a bit of 
stake money' to buy their own 
piece of the American Dream. 
Lennie. a physically awesome 
giant with the mind of a child, 
treats his friend like his only 
parent. If the scenario seems 
in any way familiar it’s 
because the novel continues to 
spawn celluloid clones in Hol¬ 
lywood. But when Steinbeck 
wrote this as a novel in 1937 
(he always had every intention 
of turning it into a stage play), 
the dust bowls and the Wall 
Street Crash were still grim 
facts of life. 

The wit and pleasure of 
Brown’s producrion is how he 
suspends the predictable for 
two hours and 40 minutes. 
Turning up at a ranch for 
piece-work. George is farced 
to can rend with a team of 
hard-bitten sharks, racists 
and old-timers who treat 
Lennie like a freak. Chief 
villain is Gary Whitaker’s 
explosive Curley. Driven by 
his own nasty inadequacies, 
the pint-sized "boss’s son Joses 
no opportunity to have a pop 
at Lennie, with finger-crunch¬ 
ing results. 

With his' wonderful deep, 
hollow voice, Tim Perrin man¬ 
ages the tricky feat of fuming 
Lennie into an endearing and

frustrating liability whose af¬ 
fectionate but fatal mishaps 
with mice and small dogs 
don’t deter him from wanting 
to keep the corpses. It is an 
outstanding performance, 
sensitively shepherded by 
Martin Marquez, who 
shrewdly plays George on the 
wrong side of nice. 

The harsh irony of Stein¬ 
beck’s work is the claustropho¬ 
bia that settles around his 
characters in this wide open 
space. Living and working in 
dose proximity, small gripes 
grow into festering itches. Yet 
die outstanding feature of the 
play is loneliness and isola¬ 
tion. Like everyone else on the 
ranch, Karl Glenn Srimpson's 
mule skinner can't under¬ 
stand the strange and unnatu¬ 
ral chemistry of one man 
looking out for another, espe¬ 
cially when one partner al¬ 
most certainly costs the other 
his share of the dream. 

If George’s philanthropy 
looks saintly it's because Stein¬ 
beck couldn't resist the obvi¬ 
ous sentimentality. However, 
the deep need to commune, 
rather than repress, is felt by 
everyone from Geff Francis’s 
black (and hence bane red) 
stable hand to Curley's sultry 
wife who hangs around the 
workers’ quarters like a cloud 
of cheap trouble (an impres¬ 
sive professional debut by 
Tamzin Malleson).

Many voices with 
a single mouth 


THE avenue is in Manhattan 
and the Prince is Hamlet or 
rather a succession of the 
elderly residents of the Jewish 
retirement home who are 
rehearsing the role but expire 
before the performance. Even¬ 
tually the 83-year-old Otto 
Komer takes on the welcome 
duty, and it is his commen¬ 
tary, crisply phrased yet gen¬ 
erally benign, that conjures 
up the bickering, blustering 
fellowship of the residents of 
the Emma Lazarus home. 

Alan Isler’s excellent novel 
was published here two years 
ago and is now adapted by 
Kerry Shale, who speaks all 
the numerous parts him sell: 
booming Benno Hamburger, 
simpering Tosca Davidowicz, 
the heavyweight down to play 
Ophelia: Lazar Poliakov, the 
snarling Stalinist Shale 
thumbnails them with a ges¬ 
ture. a twist of the mouth and 
a pertinent tone of voice. 1 
suspect he has introduced the 
line where Komer confesses, 
“I'm told I have a modest gift 
for mimicry," but the addition 
is appropriate when a written 
memoir is turned into spoken 
recollection. 

Life at the Emma Lazarus 
makes good entertainment 
but there is more substance to 
the hook than that and to 
Sliale's adaptation too. For 
Komer remembers Europe: 
the Berlin where he was bom, 
the Zurich of the years 1915 to 
I91S. Germany under Hitler. 

At first the focus is on 
Zurich, insanely safe in a 
continent at war. and what he 
chiefly remembers is the pain¬ 
ful growth away from prig¬ 
gish sexual ignorance, the 
occasion when he finds the 
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woman he adored in bed with 
Tristan Tzara directly bearing 
upon Hamlet's feelings for 
the Queen. Shale leaves out 
Komert significant meeting 
with Lenin, and his unappre¬ 
ciated encounter with James 
Joyce, but some things have to 
go. and these episodes take 
the tale too dose to Stoppard's 
Travesties. 

So far the mood has been 
wiyly fond, even tender. But 
then he marries, becomes a 
lather. The role of business¬ 
man oppresses him, but at last 
he has the chance to resume 
the literary career interrupted 
by the First World War. What 
he then writes, eagerly, smug¬ 
ly, even after Kristallnacht, is 
the anguished substance of 
the evening's second half. 

Directed by Sonia Fraser 
on an almost bare stage 
(designed by Jessica Stack), 
where memory creates a 
spread of leafless branches 
across the plain walls. Shale's 
impersonations, rapidly suc¬ 
ceeding each other, are more 
than technically clever. He 
shifts the emotional level with 
the same skill, his voice seem¬ 
ing to hollow out as he recalls 
the marriage he wrecked. 

' How this fatal disaster 
began is too cursorily told — 
as it is in the book —• but no 
matter the performance cre¬ 
ates an absorbing evening of 
humour, history and pathos.

Richard Cork on the Royal Academy’s sensational show of works from Charles Saatchi $ 
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AGAINST CRUEL SHITHEADS WHO CALL HER A PENGUIN... 


U ntil now, Charles 
Saatchi has dis¬ 
played his extraor¬ 
dinary collection in 
the dazzling, minimal white¬ 
ness of a converted factory in 
St John's Wood. This week, 
though, the most munificent 
patron of young British artists 
has made a risky move. The 
bulk of his holdings in the 
work produced by this feisty 
new generation is invading the 
august portals of the Royal 
Academy. Flaunting its ability 
to ignite controversy, the show 
has been given the inflamma¬ 
tory title Sensation. The rebels 
have stormed the bastions of 
conservatism, and howls from 
outraged academicians are 
still bouncing around the 
walls of Burlington House. 

By making an hysterical 
attempt to ban Marcus Har¬ 
vey’s painting of Myra 
Hindley, the crustiest acade¬ 
micians have revealed just 
how ugly their censorious 
hatred can be. If they do fulfil 
the threat to resign in protest, 
their departure will be the 
Academy’s gain. It has spent 
much of the 20th century 
condemning the most vital 
impulses in modern art, and 
the advent of the Saatchi 
Collection was bound to be 
ferociously resisted by its most 
diehard members. So I am 
delighted that the exhibition 
will open on Thursday, with 
the Hindley painting defiantly 
in place. The show's arrival is 
a welcome sign that the Acade¬ 
my has belatedly derided to 


atone for its disgraceful, anti¬ 
quated intolerance in the past. 

The first room, inevitably, is 
dominated by Damien Hirst’s 
iconic tiger shark, eerily sus¬ 
pended in its tank of misty 
green formaldehyde. Now all 
of six years old. the notorious 
behemoth is beginning to look 
rather frayed, and seems far 
less disturbing than Hirst’S 
later sliced animals. 

Aware of the gallery's his¬ 
toric context, the organisers 
have cleverly pinpointed new 
British art’s links with tradi¬ 
tion. Surrounded here by 
Mark Wallinger's immacu¬ 
late, frieze-like paintings of 
thoroughbred racehorses, 
some reflected in the glass 
tank, the stillness of the shark 
shares their kinship with the 
work of George Stubbs. Even 
a work as provocative as Marc 
Quinn’s blood-saturated head, 
refrigerated inside its steel and 
Perspex sepulchre, seems sur¬ 
prisingly at home here. It has 
been placed, with a feeling for 
ironic juxtaposition, below 
classical roundels filled with 
noble 19th-century heads of 
Renaissance masters. Part of 
the room's original architec¬ 
ture. they suggest that Quinn 
is far more conscious of die art 
of the past than his detractors 
might suppose. 

So is Rachel Whiteread. 
Although she casts most of her 
sculptures from ordinary 
household objects, they end up 
stirring memories of antiquity. 
Even her masterpiece, the 
aptly named Ghost, tran¬ 


scends its origins as the cast of 
a commonplace London living 
room. Majestically positioned 
ar the far end of a suite of 
galleries, this purged and mel¬ 
ancholy plaster can already be 
ranked among the classic Brit¬ 
ish sculptures of the present 
century. 

Scattered across the wall 

opposite Ghost . _ 

Richard Billing- 
ham’s powerful 
colour photo¬ 
graphs remind us 
of the turbulent 
lives that might 
once have been 
led inside White- 
read’s now-silent 
living room. 

Based on his own 
dysfunctional 
family. Biil- 
ingham’s intimate 
pictures frankly 
depict the tension, boredom 
and pathos of existence inside 
this claustrophobic home. But 
his painter’s eye ensures that 
some or these images, especial¬ 
ly of his mother, possess an 
unexpected magnificence as 
well. 

Not all the Academy’s 
rooms boast such pertinent 
pairings of artists. Whiteread's 
Untitled (One Hundred 
Spaces), with its glowing 
blocks of resin ranged in 
orderly ranks like gravestones 
in a war cemetery, deserves to 
be displayed on its own. But 
paintings by artists such as 
Simon Callery and Keith Cov¬ 
entry have been ranged above.

and their diversity is a distrac¬ 
tion. In his St John’s Wood 
gallery, Saatchi never mixes 
exhibitors together. 

Hirst is seen at his roughest 
in the room containing his 
bisected pig, its two halves 
echoing the movement of a 
slicing machine as they glide 
slowly past each other on a 
motorised track. 
Placed near his 
earlier A Thou¬ 
sand Years , 
where a decaying 
cow's head lies in 
a gruesome smear 
of blood beset by 
flies, the pig sculp¬ 
ture sums up 
Hirst’s ability to 
tackle death with 
mordant humour. 
Alain Miller’s vir- 
tuoso painting 
™ Eve Love Eye . 
hung near by. pursues the 
same rotting-meat theme in 
terms of a staring human face. 

Those who protest that Sen¬ 
sation is a “conceptual" con¬ 
spiracy hatched by malignant 
“anri-art" forces take no ac¬ 
count of the painters plentiful¬ 
ly on view here. They show 
how catholic Saatchi’s taste 
really is. At one extreme, he 
savours the severe, minimalist 
abstraction of Jason Martin, 
while at the other Jenny 
Saviile’5 colossal paintings of 
mountainous female nudes 
could hardly be more figura¬ 
tive. She is tite most “academ¬ 
ic" artist to be found here, and 
yet her preoccupation with 


cosmetic surgery makes her 
work chime with the darker 
obsessions pursued by other, 
less conventional exhibitors. 

Fiona Rae continues to be¬ 
guile and astound with her 
virtuoso, exclamatory can¬ 
vases. She is most effectively 
displayed in one of the most 
flamboyant rooms, where 
Ylnka Shonibare’s trio of 
headless women swathed in 
wax-print cotton textiles are as 
shameless, in their way, as 
Gary Hume’s brazen Trans¬ 
vestite near by. Anyone who 
accuses the new British art of 
joylessness should look out for 
Hume's work, scattered 
through the show and enliven¬ 
ing it at every turn with 
instinctive vivacity. 

H owever much 
Hume may owe to 
Matisse, though, 
he is sinister as 
well as sensuous. And none of 
the other artists could be 
described as straightforward¬ 
ly celebratory. Even Chris 
Ofili, whose extravagant and 
orgiastic paintings flaunt glit¬ 
ter and map pins among the 
swirls of oil and acrylic, rests 
all his paintings on balls of 
elephant dung. Mona 
Hatoum invites us to sit down 
at a table laid for a meal and 
then confronts us, on an 
otherwise empty plate, with a 
surgical camera's exploration 
of her mouth, throat and 
stomach. Tracey Emin is even 
more willing to indulge in self¬ 
exposure. encouraging us to 


Winner goes for a song 


A s soon as the American 
baritone Marcus De- 
Loach had flung down 
the final laconic words of 
Charles Ives’s song, Charlie 
Rutlage in his semi-final recit¬ 
al. I knew he was home and 
dry. A well-groomed voice, a 
flair for programme shaping, 
a fervent desire to communi¬ 
cate. and. above all. that 
elusive fusion of instinct and 
understanding which sparks a 
quality of imagination tran¬ 
scending mere accomplish¬ 
ment. This is what the juiy 
was looking for, and this is 
what enabled the 23-year-old 
DeLoach to walk away with 
£12.000, donated by the Kohn 
Foundation, as the winner of 
the first Wigmore Hall Inter¬ 
nationa] Song Competition. 

The jury's decision was 
unanimous. This was unsur¬ 
prising. as the semi-finals had 
thrown up a generally dull 
dozen. Perhaps the competi¬ 
tion had been trawling the 
wrong fishing grounds; or 
perhaps the s rocks are, after 
all. running low. Perhaps, 
given the Wigmore Hall's own 
ever-regenerating roster of 
young singers, we had been 
expecting too much. 

All too few singers showed 
De Loach's awareness of the 
need to sell a song through the 
hard working of its words: his 
two sets of American songs, 
including five Copland set¬ 
tings, gripped the attention 
even in die most familiar lines. 
And few showed real under¬ 
standing of their non-native

languages and idioms. Even 
Deloach's delivery grew more 
tense in Schubert and Faute 
despite his good German and 
French. De Loach has also 
recently won a Young Artist 
Award from the Opera The¬ 
atre of Saint Louis: one can 
only hope he will use his 
Wigmore prize money in the 
service of song itself. 

Many punters had put their 
money on the 28-yearold Ger¬ 
man baritone Sebastian 
Noack. The jury’s decision to 
award him only second prize 
was encouraging. It showed 
that a well-schooled and fluent 
command of 'Ueder was not 
their prime criterion. Noack 
had learnt many of the tricks 
of the trade, and was particu¬ 
larly convincing in his Schu¬ 
bert. But he had a tendency to 
bludgeon his audience rather 
than to woo them. 

Seduction was more the way 
of the gentle Stockholm-born 
baritone Herman Wallen 
who, at 19, showed great 
sensitivity to the innermost 
spirit of a song, be it the 


bittersweet fancy of Samuel 
Barber or the Gallic wit of 
Poulenc. With guidance, his 
voice will doubtless begin to 
find firmer focus, and learn to 
define and project a perfor¬ 
mance more boldly. 

The declared intention of 
whar has proved a uniquely 
good-natured and thoughtful 
competition is to extend 
awareness and appreciation of 
the richness of the song reper¬ 
toire itself. In providing no 
fewer than 52 recitals in a 
week, it has uncovered much 
that is rich and strange. Alison 
BauId*S Banquo's Buried. 
Rautavaara's Shakespeare 
Sonnets . Rangstrdm's Kung 
Eriks Visor took their place 
beside classics of the reper¬ 
toire. The accompanist’s prize, 
won by the outstanding Dutch 
pianist, Roger Braun, under¬ 
lines the seriousness and in- 
dusiveness of a competition 
whose continuation can only 
provide much-needed support 
for a vulnerable art form 
which is yet at die very core of 
human expression.

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AROUND THE LONDON GALLERIES 


MURIEL PEMBERTON, 
who died in 1993, was a 
painter with a strong sense of 
theatrical flourish. Best 
known for her’influence on 
dothes design — she taught 
many subsequently famous 
designers, induding Bill Gibb 
and Bruce Oldfield — she 
adopted what was essentially 
a painterly approach: her pu¬ 
pils were encouraged to sketch 
fashion designs freehand in 
watercolour. She was passion¬ 
ately committed to 
watercolour throughout her 
life, regularly painting land¬ 
scapes, flower-pieces and ab¬ 
stracts in a dazzling range of 
saturated colours. The memo¬ 
rial show at Chris Beetles is in 
effect a studio sale, covering 
her brilliant fashion work as 
well as the paintings she 
regularly showed at the Royal 
Academy and the Royal 
Watercolour Society from the 
1930s on. Surely if she had 


been less famous for fashion 
she would have been more 
famous for art

Lambert eschews colour com¬ 
pletely in her new show — if, 
that is, you do not regard her 
infinite gradations of black 
charcoal on white paper as a 
colour effect in itself. Nor are 
her large drawings simply 
works on paper. She continues 
to pursue the strange effects 
produced by building up the 
paper on which her drawings 
are made almost as one would 
construct in papier m&che, 
irregular fragments applied 
one on top of another until 
something like the surface of 
antique, crumbling plaster is 
obtained. The subjects are 
redolent of classical myth, 
even if precise referentts are 


usually lacking. These figures

There is nothing discreet or 
cosily reassuring about new 
British art. Taking as their 
springboard a celebrated 
Goya etching of wart atrocity, 
Jake & Dinos Chapman pro¬ 
duce their own sculptural 
version peopled witfi shop- 
window mannequins. It 
spares us nothing in terms of 
gory mutilation, just as Sarah 
Lucas's Bunny twists the fe¬ 
male body into a grotesquely 
deformed figure. Obsessed 
with violation, her art is 
fuelled by disgust private pain 
and an awareness, in Sod You 
Gits, of how female sexuality 
is distorted by the tabloid 
press. 

Lucas refuses to ignore the 
least palatable aspects of late 
20th-century life, and this is 
the grim context in which 
Harvey’s painting of Myra 
Hindley deserves to be placed. 
Far from cynically exploiting 
her notoriety. Harvey’s grave 
and monumental canvas suc¬ 
ceeds in conveying the enormi¬ 
ty of the crime she committed. 
Seen from afar, through sev¬ 
eral doorways, Hindley’s face 
looms at us like an apparition. 
By the time we get close 
enough to realise that h is 
spattered with children's 
handprints, the sense of men¬ 
ace becomes overwhelming.

When he was at 
Covent Garden he worked 
hard to persuade the general 
adniinisrralor.

He suc¬ 
ceeded. and Callus's superb 
London debut in Norma . in 
November 1951 was her first 
European engagement outside 
Italy and her native Greece. 

At the Barbican there is a 
small exhibition, under the 
title nf The Robert Clark 
Collection, of photographs 
taken during her visit to 
Dallas in 1957 after one of her 
periodic rows with Ghiring- 
helli, then boss of La Scala. A 
little late in the day, London's 
Hellenic Centre puts on yet 
another'Callas show, starring 
next month. And of course 
Paris, where she died on the 
afternoon of September lb. 
1977. has got in on the act. Last 


week there was a a ment in 
her honour. 

Photographs, dresses, mem¬ 
ories and memorabilia may all 
help io resurrect the legend. 
But they cannot disguise the 
fact that little of Callas exists 
on film, or that what remains 
has been recycled too often. 
Perhaps the greatest regret is 
that Franco Zeffirelli’s 
planned film of her as Tosca in 
1%5 was scuppered by the 
machinations <jf Herbert von 
Karajan and Calbs's lover of 
die time. "Ari" On ass is. Kara¬ 
jan had bought the film rights 
from Puccini’s publisher. 
Rknrdi, and sat on them. 
Onassis offered the derisory 
sum or SlU.OOU in support, 
which Callas claimed be¬ 
longed to her anyway. Beware 
of fellow Greeks bearing 
“gifts". This murky episode is 
told in David Bret’s Maria 
Callas. The Tigress and the 
Lamb, rite latest biography of 
Callas. which comes out this 
month (Rohson Books). 


H er chief monu¬ 
ment. unless the 
Race de l'Alma 
close to where she 
lived in Paris really does 
become the Place Maria Cal¬ 
las. will remain her record¬ 
ings. Fortunately, EMI has 
been releasing practically ev¬ 
ery Callas item that oasts in 
the company’s copious ar¬ 
chives. The process began last 
March with 20 operas on CD 
and continues this month with 
a further nine operas at mid¬ 
price. and 13 recital discs. 

Callas admirers will proba¬ 
bly reach first for Donizetti's 


*PoKuto (CMS 5 65448 2). 
whsh. began life as a pirate 
re c ording. Pholina was her 
last new role, and it was 
chosen with care. 

The disc is taken from the 
Opening night of the WOO 
Seals season. Her rerum to the 
house was fraught. She had 
left it two years earlier after 
another of those fights with 
GhiringhdK following Bejii-. 
ni^ // pi rata. Luchino 
Visconti, whom she trusted, 
had walked out of directing 
Pollute after a row with the 
Italian Government. How¬ 
ever, Donizetti throws mast of 
the weight on the tenor ip the 
title role and Franco Corelli, 
then at the' peak of his form, 
was there to take this on. 

Corelli was probably the 
best of Callus’s tenor partners, 
just as Mario del Monaco was 
raw of her longstanding ene¬ 
mies. Cbrelli is with her again 
on her second Norma record¬ 
ing (7243 5 66428 2). At mid- 
price this is a bargain. So tno Ls 
the live recording made with 
Karajan of Lucia di Lammer- 
moor in Berlin in 1954 (7243 5 
66438 2). During Callus’s final. 
lonely days in Paris this was 
the set most likely to be on her 
turntable. 

The pick of the redtal discs 
is The EMI Rarities (7243 5 
6646S 2), which has several 
previously un released items. 
Most remarkable is a mono' 
version of the Sleepwalking 
Some from Verdi'S Macbeth. 
made in London in 1958. 
where Callus's Lady M seems 
to disappear into thin air as 
the last, wonderfully con¬ 
trolled notes of the aria fade. 


Austerity rules in prison 


WE MAY be in for ah austere 
operatic autumn if the first 
two hew productions of the 
season are anything to go by. 
At the New Theatre. Christian 
Fenouillat's set for the Welsh 
National Opera's Fidelio is. 
like the Royal Opera's Giulio 
Cesare, a plain wooden floor. 
There’s a dark backdoth and 
a couple of strands of barbed 
wire and that’s . iC But'there 
comparisons end: Fenouillat’s 
set is most beautifully lit by 
Christophe Forty, and the 
producers Patrice Caurier 
and Moshe Leiser position 
both soloists and the huge 
chorus — all in Agostmo 
Cavalca’s unobtrusive mod¬ 
em dress — on that bare stage 
with such eloquence (hat the 
result is a series of magical 
stage pictures. 

Caurier and Leiser also 
recognise that the spoken 
dialogue is an Integral part of 
the drama and have re¬ 
hearsed it as such. And there 
is nothing literal in their 
directioir no one is kneeling 
when the Minister tells them 
not to, Florestan sings about 



darkness In a pool of bright 
ochre tight and the grave¬ 
digging is quietly schematic, 
all of which lends (he action a 
gentle epic dimension. 

.. The ai^terity is.there from ■; 
curtain-rise. There is no tight¬ 
ness of touch in the treatment 
of Marzeiline and Jaquino, no 
suggestion of the qpdra-co- 
mique roots of Beethoven's 
vision, so the action doesn’t go 
on as long a journey as it 
should, my only serious reser¬ 
vation. And there is one big 
shock: in the finale the Minis¬ 
ter (Andrew Greenan) 
marches Pizarro off stage, 
and a shot rings out Beetho¬ 
ven’s new dawn has some 
douds at its edge: yes. maybe, 
but ift nor in the music. 

All the music is wonderfully 
conducted by Carlo RizzL 
with bright-toned, vigorously 
accented playing from the 
orchestra and magnificent 
choral singing. The solo per- 
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formances are none of them 
exceptional but add up to a 
thoroughly cohesive ensem¬ 
ble. Suzanne Murphy looks 
marvellous In male disguise, 
but stresses Leon ore’s femi¬ 
ninity — she’s no Valkyrie 
capable of gobbling up four 
mamw before breakfast Sfie : 
was in strong voice, and her 
( rather!personal approach to 
pitdi may worry others more, 
than it does iftfc. 

Donald McIntyre plays 
Rocco as a kindly old buffer. 

The interesting casting of 
Adrian Thompson, famous 
for his Mozart and Handel, as 
Florestan was slightly under¬ 
mined by his singing the aria 
as though auditioning for 
Siegfried, but he certainly has 
the notes. Gidon Saks was the 
eminently hissable Pizarro, 

Rebecca Evans and Peter 
Hoare slightly abstract as 
Marzeiline and Jaquino, inev¬ 
itable given the production. A 
serious, thoughtful, orches- 
trally outstanding Fidelio. not 
quite a great one. *

Hollywood 
says hello 


WHATEVER one thought of 
the stadium karaoke of last 
month's Songs and visions 
concert, it was hard to gainsay 
the vocal and visual elegance 
in Toni Braxton's performance 
of her signature song. 
Unbreak My Heart. 

After Taking that Wembley 
Stadium challenge in her 
stride, it was time to find out 
whether her Hollywood looks 
and velveteen vocals would 
withstand the full glare of 90 
minutes stage centre next door 
at the Arena. 

Braxton’s band are a mean 
Utile recording acr in iheir own 
right Mint Condition, a sextet 
from St Ftiul, Minnesota. have 
long impressed with their 
blend of sweet, street-comer 
vocals and jazzy instrumenta¬ 
tion. They played an opening 
set here of substance, ham¬ 
pered by a wretchedly cacoph¬ 
onous audio mix but 
otherwise impressive on such 
singles as U Send Me 
Swingin' and the recent What 
Kind of Man Would I Be. 

Braxton’s second album. 
Secrets, has no apparent in¬ 
tentions of leaving the British 
bestsellers after an unbroken 
tenure of 14 months, admitting 
her into that female vocal elite 
— Whitney. Mariah. Janet — 
for whom first-name terms 
suffice. To the approbation of 
a surprisingly young audi¬ 
ence, every moment of her 
dramatic grooming for the big 




live occasion was on display. 

She hit the stage with alt the 
cabaret bells and whisdes — 
big staircase entrance, four 
singers, two dancers, an eight- 
piece band comprising Mint 
Condition — and then some. A 
breakneck early pace hinted at 
nervousness, but slowly and 
surely Braxton brought her 
personality bear, even if it 
was an airJvtypically glitzy 
American persona that made 
the evening feel more tike a 
high-sheen television special 
than an interactive live event, 

All the familiar tactics were 
deployed, right down to the 
mode seduction of The Guy 
From The Audience during / 
Love Me Some Him. During 
one of many costume changes 
it was time to meet the 
Braxtons, her younger sisters, 
whose short disco medley 
belied the promising individ¬ 
uality of their own So Many 
Ways album. 

An evening of large-scale, if 
sometimes ersatz, emotion 
reached its peak as Big Sis 
Torn paid the inevitable royal 
tribute and the lighters clicked 
along to Unbreak My Heart.

THE latest in a torrent of 
female singer-songwriters cur¬ 
rently enjoying huge commer¬ 
cial success in America. Paula 
Cole could almost have been 
conceived in a laboratory for 
1990s women rockers. In line 
with such platinum-selling 
peers as Tori Amos and Mer¬ 
edith Brooks, this former 
backing vocalist for Peter Ga¬ 
briel is fluent in psychothera¬ 
py jargon and occasionally 
drops four-letter words into 
her foficy lyrics to give herself 
a fashionably laddish edge. 

But, alternating between re¬ 
flective ballads and howling 
angst at Shepherds Bush Em¬ 
pire, this 29-year-old Bosto¬ 
nian invited more parallels 
with Kate Bush or Fleetwood 
Mac’s Stevie Nicks than with 
her immediate contemporar¬ 
ies. Her seasoned three-man 
band strummed an inoffen¬ 
sive blend of country, folk and 
low-voltage rock, while Cole 
herself tingled a few spines 
with her pure falsetto yodel. 

Alas, most of the songs from 
This Fire , her new album, 
proved graceless and devoid of 
spark. Even her recent hit 
single Where Have All the 
Cowboys Gone?, . widely 
interpretated as a hymn to 
pre-feminist gender stereo¬ 
types, sounded flat and cum¬ 
bersome. 

On stage. Cole's fraught 
demeanour appeared jarring¬ 
ly theatrical. Each sang was 
accompanied by an outland¬ 
ish repertoire of orgasmic 
spasms and void hand ges¬ 
tures. even during low-key 
numbers which would have 
benefited from more subtle 
presentation.

More grating still were 
Cole's lyrics, which pushed 
self-indulgent navel-gazing to 
new depths that even veteran 
1970s therapy rockers would 
consider excessive. There was 
no hint of irony apparent 
when the singer announced 
that one ditty was inspired by 
her teenage desolation at 
being rejected for her local 
cheerieading team. She then 
bared her tormented soul in a 
tune entitled Me. a word 
which appears with alarming 
frequency in Cole composi¬ 
tions. 

In fairness; self-obsession is 
a hallmark of most great rode 
performers. But it was the 
singular lack of humour, ob¬ 
jective distance or ability to 
. inspire empathy with these 
private tittle tantrums which 
made Cole's show such an 
uninvolving spectacle. 

If anything in this set could 
be called a highlight, it was 
Cole’s solo piano ballad from 
her unsuccessful debut album 
Harbinger. Although not ex¬ 
actly a show-stopper, this 
tranquil interlude at least 
seemed to reflect the singer's 
natural self, rather than some 
record company marketing 
department's notion of a 1990s 
female rocker. 

Bur even so. Cole will re¬ 
quire a little less pomp and a 
lot more Prozac if she serious¬ 
ly aims to repeat her Stateside 
success in Britain.

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Let’s hear it 
for Black 
Wednesday 

Major’s disaster was our 
gain, says Anatole Kaletsky 


W as John Major right, 
after all? Five years 
ago today, the for¬ 
mer Prime Minister suffered 
the greatest humiliation of his 
career. Indeed, to judge by the 
instant collapse of the Tories' 
opinion poll ratings and the 
unprecedented swing against 
them in the subsequent gener¬ 
al election, the pound’s expul¬ 
sion from the European 
exchange-rate mechanism on 
Black Wednesday. September 
16. 1992. was perh aps th e 
greatest political catastrophe 
to have befallen a British 
Government outside wartime. 

Mr Major was soon being 
accused of manifest incompe¬ 
tence in his decision to join the 
ERM at an overvalued ex¬ 
change rate. He was charged 
with outright stupidity for 
wasting the Bank of England's 
currency reserves in his futile 
attempt to keep sterling above 
the magic ERM level of. 
DM2.7S. If only Mr Major 
had accepted that exchange 
rates were not national totems, 
but simply prices, which must 
reflect the economic funda¬ 
mentals. If only he had heeded 
the “siren voices” who told 
him that British industry was 
being permanently crippled 

by the overvalued currency. If 
only Mr Major had under¬ 
stood economics, he _ 

might still have 

been Prime HlSp

Hear. hear, to all WOUII 

that.

to look bade after 
five years of economic prosper¬ 
ity and liberation, one nagging 
paradox does arise. If Mr 
Major was really so stupid, 
and if the speculators were so 
clever, how is it that history 
has proved the former Prime 
Minister to have been right 
and the markets wrong? 

Today, after all, the pound is 
back at DM2 lS 3. well above 
the old ERM floor. A few 
weeks ago it was soaring 
towards its old ERM ceiling of 
OM3.I3. If the omniscient 
markets were right to believe 
on Black Wednesday that die 
pound was hopelessly overval¬ 
ued, why do we now have the 
lowest unemployment, the 
fastest economic growth and 
the most popular Government 
in Europe? 

One possible answer to this 
paradox can, I think, be dis¬ 
missed. Some economists 
believe that British industry is 
as vulnerable today as it was 
then; the economy will go 
down the drain, they argue, if 
sterling remains much longer 
in the “ov ervalued" territory it 
has occupied this year. 

However, exports are grow¬ 
ing, the balance of payments is 
strong and jobs are being 
created, despite die depressed 
state, of demand in many 
■ European markets. Exporting 
companies are generally cop¬ 
ing with the high exchange 
rate, albeit at the cost of lower 
profits than a year ago. While 
most companies and their 
shareholders would certainly 
prefer a less demanding ex¬ 
change rate, few directors or 
stock market analysts seem to 
view the different* between a 
pound worth DM2.90 and one 
worth DM2.60 as a matter of 
life or death.

So does today's economic 
competitiveness imply that 
Britain could have soldiered 
on in the ERM if Mr Major 
had somehow succeeded in 
defending the pound? The 
answer is probably yes. 

[f Mr Major had managed 
to persuade the German Gov¬ 
ernment and the Bundesbank 
to back sterling as visibly and 
derisively as they backed the 
French franc in its numerous 
crises, it can be said with the 
benefit of hindsight that the 
pound could probably have 
been defended at DM2.95. 
Would the country and the 
Government have been better 
or worse off if Germany had 
come to the pound’s defence? 

Mr Major’s political for¬ 
tunes would not have been 
improved if we had stayed in 
the ERM. If die pound had 
been rescued with German 
help then. Britain would have 
been forced to become a 
founder member of the Euro¬ 
pean monetary union. From 
that moment on, any deviation 
from European orthodoxy by 
our Government would have 
been punished by speculative 
attacks on the pound and a 
removal of the implicit 
Bundesbank guarantee. Ig¬ 
noring the loss of economic 
sovereignty implied by joining

And what about the econo¬ 
my? It would not have “col¬ 
lapsed" any more than did the 
French economy in its decade 
of ERM-induced travails. Brit¬ 
ish companies would have 
reduced their costs even more 
aggressively than they did. 
Wages would not merely have 
stagnated —- they would have 
fallen, bringing house prices 
down even further and pro¬ 
longing tiie slump of 1992 for 
at least another year. 

E ventually, though, Brit¬ 
ain would have begun 
to recover in late 1993. 
along with the economies of 
Germany and France. British 
interest races would have 
stayed higher for longer than 
they did in the aftermath of 
Black Wednesday. But in the 
end they would also have 
fallen even further — to the 
level of 3 per cent now seen in 
Germany and France. British 
unemployment, however, 
would still be above 10 per 
cent, as in those two countries, 
instead of the present 5.9 per 
cent To put it another way, if 
Mr Major’s policies had “suc¬ 
ceeded" on Black Wednesday, 
a million more Britons would 
still be on the dole five 
years on. 

In sum, a further generation 
of Britons would have had 
their lives blighted by mass 
unemployment And the coun¬ 
try would have lost forever the 
right to manage its own econo¬ 
my — a right which has 
proved so valuable in the past 
five years. These would have 
been the costs of Mr Major 
being proved right •

T he point is made, the long 
andante finished. It is time to 
stop sniffling, put our jackets 
back on and step up the 
tempo. Let us talk of bus conductors, 
park-keepers and men with mops. 

For we know the message now. 
everybody, from Mr Blair down, has 
made it dear that this is now officially 
a kinder, more huggable Britain. The 
word "People" has been printed so 
often that it is starting to look odd. 
Analysts agree that after two breast- 
heaving emotional catharses in half a 
year, we have cast off cruel shoulder- 
padded 1980s individualism and 
become Nice. On May 2 and August 
31 alike, vox pops and national 
leaders assured us that tilings are 
different now. more human and 
lovable and local, more about people, 
less about systems. It is a bit like 
living in the last few pages of A 
Christmas Carol ... God bless us. 
every one! 

Which brings me to the bus 
conductors. Scrooge, in his unre¬ 
formed phase, has been running 
Britain for far too long, and the 
vanishing bus conductor is the sym¬ 
bol of his chilly power. At the British 
Association last week, its president. 
Sir Derek Roberts, spoke of one-man 
buses dogging up city streets and 
increasing pollution. He said that 
getting rid of conductors may have 
made a marginal saving but it led to 
greater costs overall. Buses stop 
while people pay, which holds up 
traffic, causing fumes, delay, stress, 
and general inefficiency. 

It is a grim reflection on modem 
business practice that it drives the 
British Association to say something 
so obvious. Common sense could 
have told the bus companies that 
getting rid of conductors was a bum 
idea from the start. Common purpose 
should have made the Government 
stop them doing it Not only has it 
made buses more obstructive, but 
also less safe and less sodabfe for all 
(including the unfortunate driver). It 
was a mean, narrow piece of think¬ 
ing. devoid of vision, imagination 
and a sense of how humanity works. 
And as such, it was absolutely typical 
of life today. 

Mechanistic, short-sighted short- 
termism has damaged government, 
business, health, happiness and mo¬ 
rale; and in die end saved nothing. 
Sir Derek also dted die Alzheimert 
drug Aricept. which tiie NHS consid¬ 
ers too expensive. He complains in 
baffled tones that this verdict fails

even to take into account the obvious 
saving to the welfare system if 
thousands of carers were released 
from their 24-hour burden. 

But then. Sir Derek is an engineer; 
to him it must be second nature to 
lode beyond the actual bolt you are 
fiddling with. If members of his 
profession took to economising on 
head-gaskets, laying off quality con¬ 
trollers because they haven't found 
any faults that week, or re-drawing 
bridge arches to use Jess steel, things 
would foil visibly to pieces and they 
would get blamed. By contrast, 
managers and ministers have been

There is almost no aspect of life in 
Britain which has not been touched 
by the dead hand of short-term, bean¬ 
counters’ economies. Companies 
have “downsized" and “outsourced" 
because it makes a short-term saving, 
and found that in the process they lost 
loyal, experienced workers from the 
cutting edge, and gained edgy and 
stressful relationships with indepen¬ 
dent companies who have no interest 
beyond getting the cheque in. So now 
Britco pic is guarded by a phalanx of 
surly security men who have no idea 
what the company actually does, is 
cleaned by women who have been 
sacked and re-hired for less money so 
many times that they no longer have 
an iota of pride in, their work, and 
manned by an ever-shrinking core of 
fretful executives trying to control an 
ever more unpredictable flotilla of 
outside contractors. If you phone 
Britco, you will not ger a knowledge¬ 
able. helpful human being — they 
made Mrs Bog gins redundant — but 
a blasT of Vivaldi, a bossy electronic 
order to "press the star key now", and 
a string of instructions which presup¬ 
pose that you already know all about 
tiie company, including which exten¬ 
sion you want. 


All right. Britco may like working 
that way and truly believe itself to be 
“efficient" . It is a private company 
and may go to the devil its own way. 
But the same management-school 
naivete has blighted public services, 
too. For 20 years it has been 
axiomatic that anybody who takes a 
proprietorial pride and delight in 
doing a simple service job musT be 
sacked, and replaced by some small 
fraction of a contract company which 
doesn't give a damn. Sometimes they 
are not replaced at all: in any dole 
queue you may find people to look at 
some local budding, footpath, play-

Schools have gone, crippling commu¬ 
nities; so have cottage hospitals. Yet 
when they closed our local maternity 
hospital nobody even attempted to 
quantity its wider benefits, or see how 
well patients did in the months after 
leaving it, compared with mothers 
who went to the rity hospital. The 
little hospital gave close nursing care, 
breast-feeding help, peace and seren¬ 
ity; my hunch is (we shall never 
know, because nobody asked) that its 
mothers and babies ended up costing 
the nation far less in medicines, 
antidepressants and soda! care than 
those who had a rushed stay in the 
big acute hospital. 

And who has ever worked out the 
cost in vandalism and degraded 
environments of cutting back on 
park-keepers and pedestrian police¬ 
men? Or the cost in lifelong illiteracy 
of maintaining huge primary school 
classes? 

Who has estimated the number of 
rail journeys crossly aborted in 
favour of the car, simply because the 
new central enquiry number needs to 
have obscure station names spelt out 
for it. and has no idea at ali whether 
your elderly aunt will have to climb 
any stairs between platforms if she 


B ut the pendulum has swung 
too fan a mass of necessary, 
effective, socially desirable 
jobs such as bus-conducting 
and minding municipal flowerbeds 
and answering telephones have been 
lost, while countless people with 
intelligence and goodwill and a 
capacity for loyalty are drawing the 
dole. Yet for a remedy we do not look 
outward and backward to a more 
sociable, well-manned age: we look 
inward. We splash out on ever 
madder management theories, ex¬ 
pensive consultants, wordy mission 
statements and focus weekends in 
country house hotels. We create new 
jobs, but only useless ones. 

Even tiie most practical professions 
are beset by this nonsense. I treasure 
a stoiy told to me by a hospital 
radiographer. He came in one morn¬ 
ing to find that overnight a patient 
had bled in his scanner, which 
therefore needed immediate cleaning 
before the day's appointments. He 
rang up and asked for a man with a 
mop. Instead, after a lengthy interval 
he got an NHS trust administrator 
with a clipboard to do a Cleaning 
Needs Assessment. She had no mop. 

You can draw all sorts of morals 
from this tale, but maybe we should 
link it to the current rhetoric, ff we’re 
so fond of the Ffeople, why nor start by 
hiring some?

Next year it will he 
CSrhirn when five tralUon 
JSers are invited to endorse 
Government’s plans for a ‘ "^reax 
er London Authority. And the year 
afterthat we may all vote m a 
nationwide referendum on electoral 
reform for the House of Commons 
and possibly on entry into the 
European single currency. 

Each of us may vote in as many as 
three referendums during this Parlia¬ 
ment: in the two nationwide polls and 
on devolution for our part oi the 
kingdom. After Scotland. Wales, and 
London, other devolution referen¬ 
dums to which the Government is 
committed are in Northern Ireland, 
to approve the terms of any peace 
settlement, and in the regions of 
England, should it get so far as 
establishing regional assemblies. 

We are stumbling into this in a 
typically British, make-it-up-as-you- 
co-alone fashion. Bur referendums

need rules. Our only previous experi¬ 
ence of them dates from the 1970s, 
when, as now, they came in a wave. 
There was the Northern Ireland 
border poll of 1973. the referendum 
on the renegotiated terms of acces¬ 
sion to the EEC in 197S. and the 
Scottish and Welsh referendums in 
1979. It did not occur to the last 
Labour Government to devise a set of 
rules, because it did not occur to it 
that referendums would be used at all 
frequently- Although James Calla¬ 
ghan recognised that the referendum 
might be a “last desperate liferaft 
into which any government might be 
obliged to climb". Harold Wilson was 
at puns to reassure Parliament in 
1975 that he was determined not to 
repeal “tiie constitutional experiment 
of the referendum". 

There is less excuse for such a 
relaxed attitude now, as the danger¬ 
ous constitutional innovation of the 
1970s becomes the standby of the 
1990s. But .what kind of rules might 
be required? The most obvious ones 
would prescribe when governments 
should be obliged to haLd a referen¬ 
dum. There is an understandable 
wish to codify what kinds of constitu¬ 
tional change must be referred to the 
electorate, given the endless wran¬ 
gling over Maastricht and monetary 
union. Understandable, but very 
difficult to achieve with our unwrit¬ 
ten constitution. 

Even countries with codified consti¬ 
tutions often find them silent on the 
use of die referendum and die rules 
are left to tiie government to decide. 
In the United Kingdom it is doubly 
difficult because, without a written 
constitution, there is no accepted way 
of defining a “constitutional issue". 
The Constitutional Conference of 
1910, held to resolve the possibility of 
deadlock between the House of Lords 
and the Commons, wrestled with 
precisely this question; but all pro¬ 
posals foundered on the difficulty 
(and, some believe, the undesirabili¬ 
ty) of distinguishing constitutional 
from ordinary legislation. 

Even when used simply as a 
political device, referendums still 
need rules to ensure that they are 
fairly conducted, and that the results 
are accepted as legitimate. Take, for 
example, the devolution campaigns 
in Scotland and Wales, where the 
Government either has. or is about 
to. distribute a summary of its 
proposals to every household. A video 
is also available. No such facilities 
have been offered to “no" campaign¬ 
ers. But in 1975, both "yes" and "no" 
leaflets were distributed at the tax¬ 
payers’ expense. In countries with 
laws governing referendums, the 
electorate is assured of both sides of 
the argument 

I n future referendums, the Gov¬ 
ernment should separate the 
roles of player and umpire, 
giving the task of umpire to an 
independent commission, as is done 
in Australia, New Zealand, and 
Quebec. The commission would ad¬ 
vise on the wording of the referen¬ 
dum question, liaise with campaign 
groups, ensure the fair presentation 
of public information and supervise 
the poll. 

, Th e referendum on electoral re¬ 
form may bring all of this closer. The 
Government is pledged to hold that 
referendum during this Parliament, 
which locks it into an alarmingly 
nght trmetabfe ff the electorate votes 
for change, people will be surprised if 
tfie , n 5 J general election is not 
arcducted under the new system. The 
Government may not seek a vote for 
change, but it will still need to put in 
place machinery to bring ff about. 

Central to this is an electoral 
anwmsston, which could implement 
“S'y boundary Veviews 
effcc *i v eiy than 
MeSrnm B ° Unda ?

NOTES AT ISSUE 

A single currency but several scenarios 


Economics and politics have never been easy 
bedfellows. Their relationship is likely to 
become ever more tense as the date for the 
introduction of the single currency beckons. 
The prospective euro has long enjoyed a 
turbulent relationship with the financial 
markets. European Union finance ministers 
have embarked upon what they hope will 
prove a risk-minimisation strategy. They 
-had initially planned to announce which 
nations would enter the first phase of EMU 
in the spring of next year but not declare the 
relevant exchange rates until the end of 1998. 
This has been reconsidered. Both the initial 
membership and their conversion rates will 
now be announced next May in tandem. 

The reasoning behind all this is transpar¬ 
ent. The slow but accelerating upturn in foe 
state of foe continental economies makes a 
“respectable” fudge of the Maastricht 
convergence criteria much more credible. If 
the original timetable had held, an orgy of 
uncertainly would have followed. The mar¬ 
kets would have witnessed much specula¬ 
tion and exercised enormous influence over 
foe final rates at which national currencies 
embraced the euro. Governments would 
have been Tempted tacitly to devalue their 
currencies in order to acquire a permanent 
advantage under a fixed exchange rate. 

The European Union now stands divided 
into three spheres. There are foe northern 
nations whose economies are strong but 
who have substantial doubts about foe euro. 
These include Britain, Denmark. Finland 
and Sweden. In all these cases, the political 
commitment to foe cause is uncertain and 
approval in a referendum is essential. In 
contrast, there stands another set of south¬ 
ern countries. On a strict, or even slightly 
tough, interpretation of the Maastricht 
treaty, none of Greece, Italy, Portugal or 
Spain should be present at the creation of the 
single currency. If so, this will not be due to 
their lack of enthusiasm for it. 


Finally, there is the central belt of states — 
Austria, France, Germany, Luxembourg, 
and The Netherlands — who (allowing for 
some manipulation of foe figures for France) 
are able and willing to be founder-members 
of foe enterprise. In almost any scenario, bar 
the total collapse of foe concept, these 
countries will become foe inner core of foe 
currency. That leaves two difficult cases: 
Ireland, which is exceptionally keen but does 
most of its business with the northern tier 
nations who will stay out and Belgium, 
which is desperate to be there from the 
outset but whose public debt exceeds the 
Maastricht requirements by some margin. 

On a strictly rational basis foe single 
currency would start life with five to seven 
members. At this point politics enters foe 
picture. The southern strata will fight to 
avoid exclusion. Unless all the central 
nations can show that they have met foe 
Maastricht requirements without manipula¬ 
tion (which may prove Impossible), then they 
will find it difficult to keep out their 
neighbours. The final decision will be taken 
next May by qualified majority voting rather 
than relative economic merit. Germany may 
be forced to choose between aeuro of up to 11 
members or no single currency at all. 

The EU finance ministers have reinforced 
the euro's schedule, indeed the calender may 
be securely set, but its fundamental charac¬ 
ter remains uncertain. The eventual impact 
of foe single currency will depend rather 
more on its final nature than foe launch 
date. The moment at which Britain must 
declare its hand has, in practical terms, been 
brought forward as a consequence. Contin¬ 
ued prevarication on the basis that the 
project itself is insecure will no longer do. 
Tony Blair has shown some skill in defusing i 
the European issue in British politics. UntU 
now he has been spared the political agony 
that bedeviled his predecessor. The 
timebomb will soon resume ticking.

Disestablishment would be a far-reaching 
course for the nation. The Chief Rabbi has 
argued forcefully for establishment as a 
means of maintaining Britain’s moral 
architecture. It is establishment which 
prevents Anglicanism from declining into a 
sect and allows the nation to find an 
accessible spiritual focus, as it did with the 
funeral of Diana, Princess of Wales. By , 
insisting that the Church of England find a | 
suitably charismatic successor for David j 
Sheppard as Bishop of Liverpool Mr Blair is | 
playing the same role for the Church as he 
has for the Crown. He is proving a candid 
friend to both institutions, prepared to 
overlook shallow traditions in order to 
strengthen foe essential elements.

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Sfikkan“Stig- Anderson, 
former manager and 
producer of the Swedish 
J»P group Abba, died on 

September 12 of a heart 
attack aged 66 . He was 
born on January 25, 1931 . 

S tig Anderson was the 
Scandinavian Svenea- 
li who gave Sweden its 

biggest export after 
voivo cars. Agnetha Falkstog. 
Bjorn Ulvaeus. Benny Anders- 
son and Anm-Frid Lyngstad 
were respected pop perform- 
ere tn their native region but 
t ainiosi wholly unknown our- 
f 1 ^ . , untfl Anderson 
launched them on the world 
under the acronym Abba in 
1973. The following year the 
quartet won the Eurovision 
Song Contest with Waterloo, 
so beginning a meteoric career 
that was to make them the 
- biggest-selling pop act since 
the Beatles. 

Stikkan Anderson was bom 
in the small Swedish town of 
Hova, 200 miles south of 
Stockholm. He left school at 
13, but completed his studies at 
night classes and went on to 

# become a primary school 
teacher. In his spare time he 
• wrote songs, and performed 
with his own group. Stig 
Anderson and his Mashed 
Creampuffs. 

By the early 1960s Anderson 
was beginning ro enjoy some 
success as a songwriter, and 
he soon had his own publish-

ing and management com¬ 
panies. One of the discov- 
wed by him and his partner 
Bengt Bernhag was the West 
Bay Singers, with Bjorn 
Ulvaeus as lead singer; re¬ 
named the Hootenanny Sing¬ 
ers in a nod to the British folk 
and skiffle boom, they made a 
Swedish version of Tom 
Jonert The Green Green 
Grass of Home. 

The nucleus of Abba was 
formed soon after when 
urvaeus teamed up with Ben¬ 
ny Anders son. keyboard play¬ 
er with the Hep Cats. 
Sweden’s answer to the 
Beatles. The two men then 
collaborated with Anderson 
on an album called Lydia, in 
which the women who were to 
become their partners also 
participated. 

The quartet (Ulvocus's mar¬ 
riage to Falkstog was followed 
by Anders son's to Lyngstad) 
entered the Eurovision Song 
Contest for the first time, 
unsuccessfully, with Ring 
Ring in 1973. The next year, 
when the contest was held in 
Brighton, they entered again 
with Waterloo ; this rime, al¬ 
though they started as 20-1 
outsiders, they won. 

Anderson had never been in 
any doubt that they would. 
His determination to cariy off 
the prize, and the shrewdness 
with which he set about it. 
were evident in every aspect of 
the group's winning perfor¬ 
mance. They had shortened

their name now (from Bjorn, 
Benny, Anna and Frieda) ro 
the mnre memorable Abba, 
and even the title of their 
polished and catchy new song 
was calculated to stick in the 
minds nf as many listeners as 
possible. 

"We chose the theme of 
Waterloo because we wanted 
something that would be 


recognisable anywhere in the 
world. Names that people 
understood even in Japan or 
Bulgaria.’' Anderson said. For 
the same reason, the song was 
sung in the sort of cheerfully 
rudimentary English that An¬ 
derson had often employed for 
his lyrics in die past: "To sing 
in Swedish would be suicide.” 

Presentation was no less 


calculated and slick, with the 
orchestral conductor at the 
contest being persuaded to 
dress up in Napoleonic cos¬ 
tume when accompanying the 
group. And in preparation for 
the success that he fell was 
assured. Anderson had had 
100.000 copies of Waterloo 
distributed to shops through¬ 
out Europe, so that the record 


was on sale everywhere on the 
Monday straight after the 
contest: as a result, ir quickly 
topped the UK chart, and later 
even entered the American 
Top Ten. 

The confident efficiency of 
Abba's Waterloo campaign 
was to characterise the group's 
whole career. The blend of 
high-gloss presentation with 


infectious rhythms, memora¬ 
ble tunes, and sublimely un- 
chaltenging English lyrics 
brought the group a seemingly 
endless succession of Number 
1 records around the world. 
Abba's Greatest Hits was the 
bestselling British album of 
1976, and it was estimated that 
in that year cate in 20 Britans 
had bought a record by the 
group. Their annual turnover 
readied £7 million. In 1978 
Anderson co-produced Abba 
The Movie, in which he played 
himself. 

Mary successful perft u megs 
have seen their vast earnings 
dissipated by an army of 
intermediaries and hangers- 
on. Abba retained careftd con¬ 
trol over everything they did, 
sharing ownership of their 
work 50-50 with Anderson. 

Deciding to remain in Swe¬ 
den despite the country's punt- 
rive rates of income tax. they 
invested under Anderson's 
guidance in a wide range of 
non-musical activities and 
schemes, from property to 
pleasure boats and a firm 
making motorbikes and sew¬ 
ing machines. Anderson was 
particularly keen on doing 
business behind die Iron Cur¬ 
tain. allowing himself to be 
drawn into an elaborate and 
ultimately disastrous system 
of payment-in-kind which saw 
pop records part-exchanged 
for Russian oil. Polish coal and 
sack upon sack of potatoes. 

Anderson's apparent reluc¬ 


tance to take professional ad¬ 
vice in these matters led to 
criticism from some Swedish 
observers, wto accused him of 
wanting to dominate the coun¬ 
try’s economy in the same way 
that he had dominated pop. 
The critics were vindicated 
after Abba split up in 1982 (the 
two married couples having 
split up already). The group’s 

complex financial affairs 

began to unravel, and they 
found themselves bring inves¬ 
tigated on suspicion of tax 
evasion and threatened with 
jaiL The share price of their 
publicly quoted company 
slumped as Swedish investors 
lost confidence. Anderson bore 
much of the blame, and was 
sued by the group over 
royalties. 

In 1989. just as Abba’s old 
hits began to win an only half- 
ironic cult following among a 
new generation of pop fans, 
Anderson disposed of his stake 
in the group’s back catalogue 
to Polygram for an undis¬ 
closed amount. With the pro¬ 
ceeds. he set up the Polar 
Music Prize, named after the 
publishing company he had 
sold, and awarded through the 
Royal Swedish Academy of 
Musk to one pop and one 
classical musician each year. 
Paul McCartney and the Pol¬ 
ish composer LutoslawsJd 
have been among the winners. 

Stig Anderson is survived 
by his wife Gudrun, two sons 
and a daughter. 
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Donald Seaman, former 
Daily Express foreign 
correspondent, died on 
September 12 aged 75. He 
was born on May 25,1922. 

DONALD SEAMAN was one 
of the stars of foreign news 
reporting in the days when 
dispatches from correspon¬ 
dents filled columns in even 
mass circulation newspapers 
and television could only pro¬ 
duce obviously dated news 
from abroad, still in black and 
white. It was a time of ritarter- 
ing aeroplanes and even hir¬ 
ing special trains., bribing 
cable office clerks, spending 
money on a scale which horri¬ 
fied office accountants and, 
above all, getting die news 
bade to Fleet Street before any 
rival. In these arts Seaman 
was a master. 

Seaman was no analyst. He 
belonged' to the 'txwkhkiwt 
school of-journalism. During 
die late 1950s and 1960s there 
were few wars or insurrec¬ 
tions he did not cover. His first 
foreign assignment was 
Cyprus and he went on to 
report from Suez, Iraq, Aden. 
Israel, India, Pakistan. Ban¬ 
gladesh, Nigeria and South 



Africa. In between assign¬ 
ments he returned to the quiet 
life in Orpington, and report¬ 
ing routine stories for the 
home news desk. But succes¬ 
sive Express foreign editors 
made sure-he did not spend 
too much time in this way. 

Seaman was educated at 
Palmers School, Grays. Essex, 
and served in die Army dur¬ 
ing the war in the Middle East 
— later to become his favourite 
field of operations — and in 
North West Europe. After two 
postwar years as a pursar in 


die Merchant Navy he entered 
journalism through local 
papers in Shropshire and 
Northampton. Thai he joined 
the Manchester office of the 
Daily Express. 

He made his name in the 
paper, then selling more than 
four million copies a day, by 
specialising in the Donald 
Maclean and Guy Burgess 
affair. When the story of die 
defection of the two Foreign 
Office men broke, he was 
involved only on its periphery 
but his subsequent dedication 


to exporing the cover-up and 
evasions led to his first book. 
77re Great Spy Scandal. 

At one stage in his career he 
was given staff posts in the 
Express bureaux in Moscow 
and New York, but it was in 
on-the-spot coverage that he 
excelled. Nobody was better at 
the “I-Flew-In-Today-To-See- 
The-Horror" approach and 
nobody was more skilled at 
bluffing die correspondents of 
rival newspapers. Lord Bea- 
verbrook laid down no formal 
budget for the Express foreign 
service in those days, but m 
Seaman he got his money's 
worth. 

By 1973 when television was 
providing foreign news—and 
in colour—on the night before 
morning newspapers pub¬ 
lished. it was obvious that the 
role of the Fleet Street foreign 
correspondent was diminish¬ 
ing. Seaman took voluntary 
redundancy and moved to 
Cornwall, where he wrote a 
series of novels, concentrating 
on the themes he knew so well 
— treachery, defections, secret 
agents and traitors. 

He is survived by his wife 
Irene and their two sons and 
one daughter. 
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Philippa PuUar. writer, 
died of cancer on 

September 7 aged 62. She 

was born in London on 
February 1Z1935. 

PHILIPPA PULLAR-S life di¬ 
vided into three phases. In the 
first she was a rebellious 
schoolgirl, expelled from one 
school at 11 for a conjectured 
but sexually explicit episode in 
an epistolary fiction, and from 
another because hri pony. 
Chocolate, attacked the games 
mistress. 

Her father and mother. Rex 
and Ivy King, and their elderly 
namiy. butler and cook did 
their best to see that she had a 
conventional upbringing; and. 
seeing no way except marriage 
out of a life in which she felt 
trapped, she was a far from 
reluctant debutante in Coro¬ 
nation year. 1953. She became 
engaged to a landowner in 
Wales, with a house designed 
by Nash, and although she 
was honest enough to admit 
that she was “as much in love 
with the place as with the man 
himself', was devastated 
when he died. In 1957, on the 
rebound, she married Robert 
Pullar. 

They moved to Stockwell 
Manor in Devon, where, hav¬ 
ing lost his capital in a failed 
agricultural equipment com¬ 
pany, her husband then failed 
at raising battery hens — an 
industiy of which Philippa 
became an early and vigorous 
opponent. There were two 
sons, but the imprisoning 
marriage, and the first phase 
of her me, were over. 

The nexi stage began when 
she moved to Deal in 1965. 
Two years later she met the 
biographer Michael Holroyd 
(whom she refers to as “Hor¬ 
ace” in the prologue to her 1961 
book The Shortest Joumty). 
The first volume of his life of 
Lytton Stradiey was just ap¬ 
pearing. and he was becoming 
a literary lion. Philippa Pullar 
already had ambitions as a 
writer, and was preparing a 
bode based on journals kept 
during her miserable second 
marriage — though it was 
□ever published — and she 
now began to feel the need for 
a real education. She took 
herself to the British Museum 
Reading Room to do historical 
research into British eating 
habits for what became the 
well-received Consuming 
Passions (1971), which con¬ 
tained an early attack on 
factory farming. 

P ullar and Holroyd parted 
soon afterwards, to her dis¬ 



tress, though they remained 
good friends. She began to 
celebrate her liberation in the 
fashion of the age, with alco¬ 
hol and sex. After one liquid 
dinner, she wrote, “I found 
myself on the last number 14 
bus home and in bed with the 
bus conductor." (She was said 
to be a model for Maisie in 
Simon Raven’s Alms for Obli¬ 
vion series.) 

She had moved to Barnes, 
where she made what was to 
have been a magical nest for 
herself and Holroyd. But like 
all her houses it had its Haws, 
in this case noise from trains 
at the bottom of the ravishing 
garden and the Heathrow 
flightpath overhead. This part 
of her life culminated in the 
publication in 1975 of her bio¬ 
graphy of Frank Harris; this 
gave her a literary standing 
and financial security. 

In 1968 she had attended a 
lecture on transcendental 
meditation. Eventually this 
led to the third and final phase 
of her life, which gave her the 
strength and serenity she dis¬ 
played in her last few weeks. 
In 1977 she made the first of 
several trips to India which 


resulted in The Shortest Jour¬ 
ney (1981), a genuinely funny 
spiritual travelogue. On the 
basis of an uneconomic news¬ 
paper commission (with no 
expenses and a fee that did not 
cover the cost of the journey), 
she went with a friend to the 
Kumbh Mela, and fell under 
the influence of the boy guru 
Sai Baba. 

Philippa Pullar never fell for 
the whole spiritualist package: 
her time doing rational re¬ 
search at the British Museum 
and an exuberant, camp sense 
of humour made that improb¬ 
able. But she studied Sahaja 
Yoga with Shri Mataji 
Nirmala Dovi; later she began 
training with the National 
Federation of Spiritual Heal¬ 
ers. met and wrote two books 
with Lilia Bok, the Polish 
healer, and learnt about Su¬ 
fism from Irena Tweed ie. She 
conducted several cruises to 

Egypt to investigate what she 
called “temple meditation”, 
and acquired an academic 
interest in Egyptology, study¬ 
ing hieroglyphics at London 
University. 

She was an intuitive, eclectic 
therapist, embracing every¬ 


thing from die laying on of 
hands to drumming. In 1988 
she published Spiritual and 
Lay Healing with Penguin. 
She believed that health, in the 
end, was a question of energy 
and what one does with it 

Although she now had no 
interest in conventional medi¬ 
cine. she felt that those who 
practised alternative forms 
should be qualified, and on the 
eve of her death she finished 
her own dissertation. Magic 
and Mysticism in the Andent 
Egyptian Pyramid Texts, for 
an MA course at Kent 
University. 

When she was told in July 
that she had terminal cancer, 
she refused treatment, saying 
that she would take upon 
herself the responsibility for 
her Qlness — either heating it 
or managing her own death. 
In either case she intended to 
set an example for the many 
people she had nurtured and 
helped, and with the mini¬ 
mum of drugs she did just 
that, fortified by the essential¬ 
ly comic view of life that is 
evident in all her books. 

She is survived by her two 
sons.

1 was told of experiments which 
proved to the satisfaction of scientists there 
that the slaughter of game animals reduces 
the numbers of tsetses to a level where men 
and animals can be brought in to dear the 
bush and wipe out the rest of the game. 

A1 the same time the tsetse position is 
becoming worse. Seven-eighths of Tangan¬ 
yika and three-quarters of Uganda are now 
said to be unsafe far domestic animals. 

Desperate needs breed desperate remedies, 
and East African Governments, no doubt 
reluctantly, appear to have endorsed, or to be 
about to endorse, the wholesale game exter¬ 
mination policy carried out in . Southern 
Rhodesia, even though scientific evidence that 
this is both essential and always effective is 
not yet conclusive. There are many instances 
of the unforeseen and oftm dangerous results 
which follow an abrupt upsetting of the 
balance of nature. To drive out the tsetse.

1 visited near 
Shinyanga another research station where the 
researchers believe that they have found a 
due to die immunization of man against the 
trypanosome causing sleeping sickness. 

This work is in its uay early stages, and its 
authors are much too cautious to make hard 
and fast claims. The due may prove to be a 
false one. Bm surely it is worth foDowing up? 
Yet This laboratory h staffed by two scientists 
(one of whom was on leave) and an assistant: 
they have no electric light or water, and are 
obviously being run “on a shoe-string"... 

A layman is always a babe in the scientific 
wood, but ft does appear to one layman at 
least that this research should be followed up 
on a far wider scale before the death sentence 
is pissed for ever on the game. It would be a 
major tragedy if we were to wipe out 
inevocably one of Africa's greatest glories 
only to find that, at a far less cost and with 
much greater certainty, we could have 
protected our livestock without tins wholesale 
slaughter.

TONIGHT, in the Vicente 
Calderon stadium in Madrid, 
Ponrus Kaamark of Leicester 
City may he called upon to 
relive one last season’s most 
contentious confrontations 
when Leicester visit Atletiro 
Madrid in the first leg of their 
UEFA Cup tie. 

It was after the drawn Coca

But has he. as one might have 
expected, selected a team un¬ 
fettered by pragmatic 
considerations? 

Yes and no. His top points 
scorer, with 16. is Graeme Le 
Saux as creative a full-back as 
any — but in midfield, he has

ALFRED McALPINE is lead¬ 
ing a £450 million project to 
build a new town near Cam¬ 
bridge, capable of housing a 
population of S.000 at a 1.000- 
acre greenfield site. 

McAlpine has signed up 
Bryant Homes and Boris 
Homes, the P&O subsidiary’, 
to help to build 3.300 homes, 
shops, a health centre, schools 
and a library to service the 
town, to be" situated seven 
miles west of Cambridge and 
oiled Cam bourne. 

The development is on the 
A428 Bedford to Cambridge 
road.

The increase in profits was 
achieved mainly through im¬ 
proved operating margins, 
which rose from 72 per cent to 
82 per cent.

"The industry might have 
expected to show a little more 
growth given the rise in hous¬ 
ing transactions, and some 
commentators may have 
thought we should have been 
doing more.

But there 
has been a slow and sustained 
improvement"

Cadbury Schweppes dispenses with firm for £800,000 


SodaStream loses its fizz

SODASTREAM, maker of the home 
fizzy drinks system, has persuaded its 
management to “get busy with the fizzy", 
and buy the business from Cadbury 
Schweppes after 12 gaseous years. 

Cadbury will not say how much it is 
getting for SodaStream, which it bought 
in 1985 for £2ZS million. But it admitted 
that the company’s assets are worth 
about £793,000. suggesting an element of 
deflation. The management buyout is 
financed by Foreign & Colonial Ventures 
and led by Robert Handley, the 
SodaStream managing director, who has 
been with the company since 1983. 

Teenagers who made themselves ill 


drinking carbonated syrup by the bucket¬ 
load will remember SodaStream with 
mixed feelings. It was all the rage for a 
time, but things were never the same 
after the “great exploding bottle” saga. 

SodaStream discovered in 1987 that 
bottles with its £30 Carnival drinks 
machine could explode when pumped 
with carbon dioxide. The fault was traced 
to heat and pressure weakness in the 
plastic bottles — attributed to wear and 
washing in hot water. SodaStream 
introduced stronger bottles, but the affair 
did nothing for sales, and cost the 
company an estimated £2 miltion.

Dalgety shows what to do with 
ingredients of a dog’s dinner

track the 
company's 
tribulations 


T hree glorious years 
ago. Dalgety was all 
about Golden Wonder 
crisps and pot noo¬ 
dles. Spillers petfood, and 
Homepride sauces and flour. 
* Today, the crisps, noodles and 
/ sauces have gone and are soon 
to be followed by the flour. 
Luckless investors have been 
left picking through the husks. 
The past year has brought two 
profits warnings, resignations, 
and a share price that has 
underperformed the market by 
about 40 per cent FeGx and 
Arthur are tot running out of 
lives. 

Were it not for tinned catfood 
— with Felix in particular a 
consistent good seller—things 
would be even worse for 
Dalgety. In a fresh effort to re¬ 
invent itself, the group yester¬ 
day announced a raft of 
changes, including the sale of 
its US distribution arm and its 
ingredients and nulling busi¬ 
ness and the return, ol-£200 
million to shareholders. 

Richard Clothier, the chief 
executive, has finally been 
prized out, handing on to Ken 
Hanna, who joined as-finance 
director in March, fresh from 
United Distillers, the spirits 
group. The new Dalgety is still, 
Hanna admits, an unlikely 
mixture of petfood, agriculture 
-and jug breeding. Despite foe 
(promise of returning cash to 
shareholders, foe shares licked 
up only *a p yesterday, to 274b p 
— hardly a vote of confidence. 

Things looked altogether 
more favourable in the autumn 
of 1994. Then, an upbeat Cloth¬ 
ier was in the thick of .a 
disposals spree; intent on focus¬ 
ing Dalgety on core businesses 
such as petfood and 
agriculture. 

His efforts were aimed at 
undoing the horrors of the 
1980s, which saw Dalgety wal¬ 
lowing in a mass of ilJ-con- 
^ceived diversifications. From 
. “its 19th century roots in Austra¬ 
lian agriculture, the company 
had grown to embrace a hodge¬ 
podge of businesses, from fro¬ 
zen food on the US West coast 
and timber in Canada, to pig 
breeding and cocoa trading in 
Europe. City wags had a fun 
time, dubbing the company

Dull- getiy. Others preferred 
Dull and Grotty. 

The task of reforming 
Dalgety was initiated in the 
Iate-1980s by Maurice Warren, 
then chief executive and later 
chairman, who passed the bar 
ton to Clothier when the latter 
became chief executive in 1993. 
He got off to a eo od start, and 
foe shares, at 4u7p in January 
1995, ware described as “under¬ 
valued" by some over- 
enthusiastic analysts. 

A key event came in Febru¬ 
ary 1995, when Dalgety ann¬ 
ounced foe E442 million purch¬ 
ase of Quaker Oats' European 
petfood business. To help to 
fund foe deal, the company 
launched a one-for-four rights 
issue at 335p a share to raise 
£168 million, and put Golden 
Wonder and Homepride up for 
sale. The City hailed the Quak¬ 
er deal as Dalgety*s most 
strategically crucial acquisition 
in 15 years. It largely completed 
foe company's transformation 
from a disparate group of 
agricultural and resources 
businesses to one focused on 
animal feeds and pig breeding, 
food ingredients, and petfoods. 

The deal lifted Dalgety's 
share of foe European petfood 
market from 8 per cent to 21 per 
cent bringing Felix and Fido 
into the family, alongside Ar¬ 
thur catfood and Winalot dog- 
food, and turning up foe heat 
on Mars, which commanded 
the field with Whiskas and 
Pedigree Chum. 

Quips about “bringing home 
the bacon” followed soon after¬ 
wards; as Dalgety paid £17 mil¬ 


lion for National Pig Develop¬ 
ment Company, a pig breeder 
famous for its lean boars. 
Therewas a dear strategic fit- 
in every sense—with Dalgety's 
Pig Improvement Company, 
famed foe its fecund sows. 

Getting rid of Golden Won¬ 
der — then led by Jade.Rowell, 
who'is'now. bettor known as' 
former manager of the Eng¬ 
land rugby side — took longer 
than expected, but Dalgety 


finally offloaded the pot noodle 
side of things to CPC Interna¬ 
tional, the American company 
behind Marinite and BcwriL 
Homepride cooking sauces 
went to Campbell Soup. The 
Grades in the strategy began to 
appear in September 1995, 
when Dalgety disclosed that 
foe cost of integrating Quaker 
petfoods had spiralled by about

The crisps side of Golden 
. Wonder was sold to manage¬ 
ment for E54.6 million in 
October 1995; in a deal backed 
by Legal & General Ventures. 
The disposals came dose to 

3 foe £300 million in¬ 
to offset the Quaker 
deal Rirther financial cracks 
began to appear, with talk of 
“problems” in the petfood and 
milling businesses. Job cuts 
werenfe. In January 1996, staff 
at a petfood factory in France 
took two managers hostage, in 
protest at plans to close foe site. 
Pre-tax profits in the six 
months to foe end of December 
1995 fell to £47 million (£61 
minion), at the bottom end of 
analysts’forecasts. 

Then came bovine 
spongiform encephalopathy 
(BSE), otherwise mown as 
“mad cow” disease. Fears that 
eating beef could lead to 
Creutefeldt-Jakob disease in 
humans took its toU of dairy 
and animal feed companies, 
with Dalgety among the main 
losers. In March 1996, the 
European Union banned ex¬ 
ports of British beef, prompting 
Dalgety to issue a BSE-related 
profits warning. The scare cost 
it £25 million. 

One can only imagine the 
consternation when in The 
Netherlands 330 cats died and 
dozens more became sick after 
tucking into SpQlers petfood. It 
transpired that the food had 
been accidentally contaminat¬ 
ed by an antibiotic, and was not

Now he too has gone, 
leaving Felix and Arthur dan¬ 
gling by their daws. 

According to Sir Denys, 
Clothier left foe company a 
disappointed man. Although 
he will have his payoff, proba¬ 
bly of £600.000 plus pension 
rights, to comfort him. he will 
not be able to see the company 
through its most crucial phase. 

And although Hanna still 
has great hopes far turning the 
company round, what comes 
next for Dalgety is largely out 
of his hands. It will be up to 
other companies to bid for the 
divisions put up for sate and 
then, possibly, for what is left of 
the group. 

The ingredients and US dist¬ 
ribution arms were selected for 
sale because they will be the 
easiest to unload. The pigs 
business, whose success is 
largely credited to Clothier, is 1 
described by Sir Denys — 
rather improbably — as Dai- 
gety’S “hidden jew*i". The agri¬ 
culture business will remain 
difficult, and petfoods — DaF 
gety’s core — is attractive for its 
size and some of its brands, if 
not for its profitability. 

Even though it will still be a 
rather unwieldy clutch of busi¬ 
nesses, the feeling is that a 
much smaller Dalgety could 
attract a number of possible 
buyers willing to pay a reason¬ 
able premium. This would not 
onjy please shareholders, but 
would also end, once and for 
all, the temptation to call it a 
dog's dinner of a group.

The City planning 
departments decisions, where 
the interests of private and 
business residents are in con¬ 
flict. testify to this fact. The 
corporation has even shown 
itself willing to ignore its own 
planning policies, specifically 
designed to protect residents, 
in order to acquiesce to the 
demands of business — and 
rateable value. 

The Square Mile is a great 
place to work. Regrettably, 
due to the priorities of the 
Corporation of London, it is 
nor such a great place to live.

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Hunting 
steps up 
aviation 
disposals

HUNTING, the diversi¬ 
fied defence group that 
manages Britain’s nuclear 
weapons, returned to the 
black in the six months tq 
June 30. as it stepped up 
plans to puii out of disas- 
trous aviation operations. 

The company, which 
blamed last year's plunge 
into the red on write-offs of 
E40 million related to its 
airline interiors business, 
yesterday reported pre-tax 
profits of £21 million, com¬ 
pared with a loss of £14 
million. 

Hunting said it would 
continue to make disposals 
in its aviation division, 
while growing its oil opera¬ 
tions through acquisitions. 
Ken Miller. Hunting's 
chief executive. said: 
"Some of our aviation busi¬ 
nesses have potential, but 
we can stay with them or 
use the money' raised from 
their sale to develop else¬ 
where. There have been 
greater returns and a bet¬ 
ter looking future in oil 
than in aviation. 

"We have sold three of 
our lb aviation business so 
far and we aim to sell 
more, but not all of them. 
The £4 million already 
raised will be a relatively 
small amount of the total 
raised. I can’t give details 
of a disposal programme 
because it would not be fair 
on our employees." 

A strong performance in 
Hunting's oil division, in 
spite of the strength of 
sterling, helped to boost 
turnover more than 14 per 
cent, from £628 million to 
£7(7 million. Losses per 
share of 25p were translat¬ 
ed into earnings of 8t7p.

BBA sells Trench to 
managers for £164m

BBA GROUP, the engineering 
company, has sold Haefely 
Trench, its electrical compo¬ 
nents business, for £164 mil¬ 
lion to a management buyout 
team backed by CVC Capital 
Partners. 

Hie disposal is part of a 
strategy put in place by 
Roberto Quarta, chief execu¬ 
tive. to transform BBA from a 
diverse grouping of business¬ 
es into an engineering group 
focused on high-margin 
activities. 

The other main business 
likely to be sold is Ajax 
Magnethermic, which makes 
induction furnaces for the 
smelting industry. Analysts 


had put a combined price tag 
of between £220 million and 
£250 million on Haefely 
Trench and Ajax Magnether¬ 
mic 

Mr Quarta said yesterday: 
"During the last 12 months 
BBA has carried out a strate¬ 
gic review of die business and 
as a result has decided to focus 
its development on growing 
the three core businesses of 
friction, nan-woven textiles 
and aviation." 

The friction division, which 
is Europe's leading car brake- 
pad maker, was bolstered 
recently by the acquisition of a 
German railway friction ma¬ 
terials group. Proceeds from 


the sale of Haefely Trench are 
likely to fund growth of the 
core divisions. 

Haefely Trench, which is to 
be renamed the Trench 
Group, is a leading player in 
high-voltage technology, sup¬ 
plying electrical components 
to the likes of Siemens, GEC 
Alsthom and ABB. 

It made a pre-tax profit of 
£173 million last year and 
employs 1300 staff in its 
operations in Canada. Swit¬ 
zerland, Austria, France, 
Germany, China and Ameri¬ 
ca. Heading the management 
team is Ron Montgomery, 
president and chief executive 
officer of Trendt. CVC, which 


in May backed a £20 million

Marc Boughron, of CVC, 
who is to join the Trench 
board, said that the aim was to 
expand rapidly through acqui¬ 
sition before seeking a listing 
in three to four years' time, 
probably in either Switzerland 
or America.

Family beats economic chill with style 


EDWARD BRETT, the 58-year- 
old head of Arthur Brett, a 
furniture manufacturer based in 
Norwich, says that ‘■furniture- 
making is a bug and once it is in 
the blood you cannot get it out of 
the system". 

Mr Brett is the fifth generation 
of his family involved in making 
fine traditional English furniture. 
It all started with John Brett, a 
chairmaker. who was bom in ISI5. 
His son, Jonathan, established the 
family business that is now world 
renowned, particularly for pieces 
in the styles of Sheraton. Chippen¬ 
dale and Hepplewhite. Turnover 
is around £3.5 million and the 
firm employs 85 people. 

The cornerstone of the business 
remains individual craftsman¬ 
ship. lb ensure that skills are 
passed down the generations, 
Arthur Brett has its owp unique 
four-year apprenticeship. 

However, machines play a part 
in cutting down drudgery, speed¬ 
ing up the work and saving on 
mess. These range from the main 
lathe, which has been in use since 
1961. to a state-of-the-art £80,000 
CNC router with sharp overhead 


cutters operated by a computer 
program, which assists shaping 
and profiling work. 

Most sales are from the standard 
range and take eight to ten weeks to 
delivery. Specially commissioned 
pieces can take up to six months. 

Notable commissions include 
replicas for Christie's of its 
Chippendale auctioneer's rostrum 
and conference tables for the Bank 
of England, the Crown Estate 


Commissioners and a Gulf Co¬ 
operation Council meeting in 
Bahrain. 

Mr Bren quotes a 10ft plain 
dining table of Sheraton design, 
with no inlays, two pedestals, plus 
two leaves, as retailing at £4.108. 
including VAT. For this, machin¬ 
ing will take about 20 hours, 
cabinet-making 20 hours and 
plain-top polishing 18 to 20 hours. 

Mr Brett said: "The very nature 


of our trade is that we are pitching 
ar those whose first concern is not 
the. price. Whether they have the 
money or not. they have to fed in 
the mood to buy. These things are 
cyclical and. at the moment. 1 feel 
we are in a good patch. My late 
father said that you should be able 
to set the business so it could stand 
three bad years back to bade. That 
is haw we are."

NICOLA ADAMSON. 26, and 
Hamish Low. 35, have blended 
their talents to form a small 
furniture-making business. The 
Furniture Works, at Horsmon- 
den, Kent 

The couple met at Pamham 
House, in Dorset.' where Miss 
Adamson was studying design 
and Mr Low was working as 
cabinet-maker and head crafts¬ 
man for John Makepeace. 

Mr Low admits that the idea of

Turnover has gone from £20,000 
to around 05,000 a year. 

Virtually all the wood is from 
local suppliers. Mr Low says: “If a 
tree blows down, perhaps the 
service we give by taking it away 
will mean we have it for free." The 
pair fed and transport wood, air- 
dry it outride and then put it in a 
dehumidifying kiln. They also 
deliver the finished furniture. Mr 
Low aims, in time, to take on an 
apprentice and pass on his craft 


recent recession, 5 of the 
workforce were made redundant 
and the remainder had their 
hours reduced. 

Exports now account for more 
than 50 per cent of business, and 
the firm has clients in Japan, 
Hong Kong, Turkey. Greece, the 
US, Europe and the Middle East. 
Two years ago it opened a 
showroom and office in Pimlico 
Road.

If they 
do not. we could hire a profession¬ 
al manager. The only obligation, 
as 1 see it, is that the children take

on legal aid to grow much Easter than the 
rate of growth In the economy generally. 
If we are committed to improving access 
to justice, we must take a constructive 
and imaginative approach to help the 
Government in its quest to obtain the 
best value for public money spent on the 
justice system. 

The Law Society has already developed 
a constructive proposal as to how this 
could be achieved. Under this scheme, 
those receiving legal aid in personal 
injury cases would pay a success fee 
calculated as a percentage of the normal 
legal costs of the case if they win. That is 
exactly what happens now far private 
litigants using conditional fees. The same 
principle could apply to all civil cases 
where die plaintiff is seeking to recover 
money or other property.

A new shield 
against attacks 


at home 


O n October I. a de¬ 
layed triumph 
awaits the former 
Lord Chancellor.

1996 Bill or were merely side¬ 
tracked by its divorce provis¬ 
ions, is uncertain. What is 
dear is that all family courts 
now have better methods of 
protecting people victimised 
by past arid present members 
of their own households. 

The statistics for physical 
attacks are unpleasant One in 
seven wives reports rape by 
her own husband and, in a 
recent survey, nearly one in 
three women claimed to have 
been assaulted by her male 
partner. It is an established 
truism that domestic violence 
is no respecter of social 
boundaries. The Women's Aid 
Federation of England says: 


Call to cut 
court cuts 

MAGISTRATES' courts in 
England and Wales h3vebeen 
forced to make so many 
spending cuts that the quality 
of the service that they offer 
will be undermined if further 
savings are demanded, says 
Anne Fuller, chairman of the 
Magistrates’ Association, in 
its 77th annual report 
“The drive for efficiency 
affairs everyone in the crimi¬ 
nal justice system." she says. 
“We must not however, so 
elevate the needs of the system 
that we forget that we are 
there to provide a service." 

The association is particu¬ 
larly concerned about cuts in 
the number of justices; clerks, 
the closure of magistrates’ 
courts and long delays for 
new projects because of the 
Government's insistence that 
they be funded by foe Private 
Finance Initiative.

CITY solicitors are much exer¬ 
cised about whether or nor the 
Government's plans for a new 
super-regulator will be a suc¬ 
cess.

Children and their abusive 
parents are also "associated 
persons” although foe court 
will need to be satisfied that 
minors aged under 16 have 
sufficient understanding of 
what is involved in the appli¬ 
cation.

fathers abusing their toothers 
predudes any mitigation im¬ 
plicit in the “defence” that he 
“never touches the kids”.

founders. Both Robert Dow 
and Chris Millerchip were 
lawyers with Slaughter & May 
when they decided , that pro¬ 
ducing a magazine to show 
that the way big transactions 
were put together was more 
interesting and fun than work¬ 
ing on the transactions them¬ 
selves. Strung explanatory 
graphics and speed-reading 
summaries made the informa¬ 
tion easier to digest 
PLC also coincided with the 
rise of 4 k in-house lawyer. 
Until the mid-1980s, in-house 
lawyers were deemed second- 
class legal citizens, rejects who 
had foiled to become partners 
in law firms. But with the 


recession came the realisation 
that life in law firms was hard 
and unpredictable. PLC was 
targeted directly at this new 
constituency, aid whatever in- 
house lawyers were reading 
had to be read by the law firms 
that served them. 

European Counsel has tak¬ 
en this a step further. Aimed at 
companies with operations 
and legal departments span¬ 
ning the European single mar¬ 
ket. its philosophy is that 
Europe has to be taken as a 
whole, even though the legal 
systems of individual member 
states differ greatly. 

Mr Dow says: “Law is 
catching up with business. 


Many companies are operat¬ 
ing on the single market 
model.” 

Before starting European 
Counsel. Mr Daw and Mr 
Millerchip brought in Jose¬ 
phine Carr, formerly editor of 
International Financial Law 
Review. “PLC was well-known 
in the UK," says Mr Dow. "Jo 
joined to extend our reach 
internationally." 

With European Counsel al¬ 
ready in mind (the magazine is 
now growing among US read¬ 
ers). the trio went on to create a 
directory of European in- 
house lawyers.

Lawyers find 
it pays well 
to move jobs 

A survey of 500 reveals that 
half would switch for higher 
salaries, says Frances Gibb. 


T he legal job market is 
influx. Once law was 
a job for life. Now 
many lawyers look to 
switch jobs within a few 
years, according to new 
research this week. 

A survey by Zarak 
Macrae Brenner (ZMB) 
with The Times of mote 
than 500 lawyers in firms of 
op to SO partners and 
qualified for up to six years 
found that half are likely to 
change jobs in the next 12 
months, and one quarter 
are “very like¬ 
ly". Money is a 
motivating fac¬ 
tor for many. 

The lower the 
salary. the 
more likely 
lawyers are to 
be tempted to 
move. Some 60 
per cent of 
those surveyed 
who were earn¬ 
ing less than 
£30.000 are 
likely to 
change jobs in 
the next 12 
months but 
only 37 per cent 
of those earn¬ 
ing £50.000 to 
£70.000. Most 
(60 per cent) 
fell into 
the £30.000 to 
£49.999 salary 
range; with 26 per cent 
below £30,000. However, 
14 per cent were already 
earning more than £50.000. 

There were two other 
striking findings, according 
to Anne Dawson, who con¬ 
ducted the research. Nearly 
one in five of all respon¬ 
dents, most of whom are in 
City law firms, would con¬ 
sider leaving die legal pro¬ 
fession altogether within 12 
months (and 38 per cent of 
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those who said they were 
likely to change jobs). And 
in a finding that will fuel 
anxiety about poaching by 
US law firms in the City, 
one third of those planning 
a move would consider 
joining an American law 
firm in London. 

The reason is the per¬ 
ceived highrr rates of pay 
coupled with “quality and 
type of clients and work”. 

Some, though, want to 
leave the high-pressured 
world of commercial law 
altogether. Of 
those planning 
a move, a quar¬ 
ter were con¬ 
sidering leav¬ 
ing (he City to 
improve their 
quality of life 
and cut their 
working hours. 
Respondents 
were asked 
how important 
benefits were 
when choosing 
a job. Pension. 
closely fol¬ 
lowed by more 
holiday.' came 
top of die list 
Next came 
healthcare, bo¬ 
nus and life in¬ 
surance. At the 
other end of the 
scale came 
“own car”, 
which was not highly rated. 

How will they find new 
jobs? Some 80 per cent said 
they would use both recruit¬ 
ment agencies and die 
trade press, with The Law¬ 
yer top of the list followed 
by the Law Society Gazette. 

The Times topped the 
national newspapers both 
for job-hunting and general 
reading: 71 per cent said 
they read it at least once a 
week.

Smith driven by global dream 


L awric Smith, the skipper of Silk 
Cut, the boat that carries Brit¬ 
ain's best chance in years of 
winning the Whitbread round-the- 
world race, possesses a trait that is rare 
in British sailing - charisma. But he is 
also shy. and smuggles with the public 
side of being Britain's leading onshore 
racing skipper. 

He has an engaging, devil-may-care 
attitude about almost anything not 
direedy concerned with winning yacht 
races, and. in an era when many 
skippers turn themselves into ralking 
robots for Their hard-won sponsors, 
Smith often gives the impression that 
he could nos care less. 

According to one of his regular 
sailing companions. Smith, who starts 
his third full Whitbread when the ten- 
boat fleet leases Southampton on 
Sunday, is “insanely competitive". He 
will fight in every way to win. on and 
off die boat, and he works remorseless¬ 
ly to get the results he wants. 

Thar goes for evmything else in his 
life as well whether it is a drinking 
match or a game of golf; Smith wants 
to win and usually does. If he does not, 
he will at least put a gloss on tilings 
that makes it look as though he would 
have done so but for circumstances 
beyond his control.

Smith is focused 
on the job in hand and expects 
everyone else to be. 

When he asks for something to be 
done, it is done, not fast but methodi¬ 
cally. if there is a problem, the skipper 
can get irritable and. when tilings go 
wrong, he does not hold back. 

Neal McDonald, who is on board 
Silk Cut and has raced with Smith in a 
variety of boats over the years, knows 
him as well as anyone: “From the 
outside, Lawrie looks pretty relaxed 
and easy going, but he’s a tough so- 
and-so and, at the end of the day, if we 
step out of line, we get stamped on. He 
is not a man for excuses.” 

Steve Hayies, the navigator on Silk 
Cut, said Smith is obsessive about 
making the boat gp fast “He never 
stops thinking about how to sail 
better," he said. “There's never a time 
when anybody, not just Lawrie, says: 
‘Let'S relax, we’re doing it perfectly.'" 

Smith himself is finding the pressure 


a bit wearing. It is une thing to go in as 
the underdog with a rushed or under¬ 
funded campaign, but tins time it will 
be hard to make excuses. "You always 
worry about any boat," Smith said, 
going on to speculate about all sorts of 
potential disasters, from finding he is 
slow in relation to the competition, to 
the mast falling down or die water- 
ballast pump Ming. 

He is also worried by the responsi¬ 
bility that he shoulders and the 
dangers of going Cast through the 
Southern Ocean cm what may well be 
his last attempt at the race: "I only doit 
to try and win it — it's a lot of big effort, 
a lot of time and a lot erf 1 hassle. There 
are a lot of bad things in the race and 
people could die," he said. 

It is understandable that a man with 
a young family and a comfortable life 
near Lymington should dread the 
Southern Ocean, and it takes courage 
to return to somewhere like that, 
whatever the financial rewards. “The 
Southern Ocean is all right 95 per cent 
of tiie time," he said, “bin some nights 
are pretty nasty, so you don't look 
forward to them —its not nice sailing. 
Nice sailing is 35 knots of wind with the 
kite up in daylight, not 50 knots at 
night with a beam-on sea ami 
icebergs."

THEY denied it all last week, 
of course, tried to say that it 
was not a grudge match, that 
it meant nothing more than 
any of the other regular sea¬ 
son games. No one bought 
that, though. Everyone knew 
this was a dean-cut case of a 
former coach returning to the 
stadium that once adored him 
and trying to put one over on 
his old charges. In the end. Bill 
Parcells came up just short 

New England Patriots, the 
team that Parcells took to the 
Super Bowl against the odds 
in January and then left amid 
a welter of acrimony, main¬ 
tained their 100 per cent 
record at the Foxboro Stadium 
in Massachusetts on Sunday 
night when they edged past 
his new team. New York Jets. 
27-24 for their third successive 
victory of the new season. 

After last season, when they 
won only one of their 16 games 
and became the laughing 
stock of the National Football 
League (NFL), Parcells has 
already transformed the Jets 
into more respectable per¬ 
formers. Against the Patriots, 
they fought back from 24-17 
down to tie the scores at 24-24 
before a 34-yard Geld goal 
from Adam Vinatieri rescued 
New England in overtime. 

PSrceUs, known across the 
United States by the nickname 
“Big Tuna", had effected a 
similar transformation in his 
four years at Foxboro. turning 
the Ifatriots from a losing side 
into one that went all the way 
through the play-offs. Much of 
the considerable preamble to 
the Super Bowl defeat to 
Green Bay Packers, though, 
was dominated by uncertainty 
about his future. 

In the run-up to Sunday's 
game. Patriots fans wore 
T-shirts urging their players to 
“Can the Tuna” and “Grill the 
Tuna" After the Jets' defeat 
Parcells refused, untypically, 
to get drawn into the slanging 
match. “1 have left a lot of 
myself with this -team,” he . 
said. “There are a fot-of kids in 
that dressing-room that I am 
very fond of. 

“iVe been through lots of 
these big-game weeks and 
usually I can block the distrac¬ 
tions out pretty well. There 
was never going to be a 
pleasant way to end it with 
New England, but now I have 
got a new job with the Jets. It 
isn’t going smoothly, either. 
There are going to be some 
rough times here, but I expect 
that." 

Drew Bledsoe, the Patriots' 
quarterback, did his best to 
heap the problems on Parcells 


on Sunday. Bledsoe has made 
it plain that his mission this 
season is to do just as well 
without Parcells as they did 
with him last year, and so far 
he is showing every sign of 
succeeding. He threw two 
more touchdown passes yes¬ 
terday to go with the eight he 
completed in the Patriots' first 
two victories. 

The only other team to 
match the Patriots' start is 
unheralded Tampa Bay Buc¬ 
caneers, who beat Minnesota 
Vikings 28-14 in Minneapolis. 
Tampa Bay’s much-maligned 
quarterback, Trent Differ, 
threw two touchdown passes 
as the Buccaneers made their 
best start to a season for 18 
years. 

Denver Broncos, inspired 
by the continuing excellence of 
rheir quarterback, John 
Elway. kept their 100 per cent 
record in their second game, 
crushing St Louis Rams 35-14

in the Mile High Stadium. 
Elway threw four touchdown 
passes to take the Broncos to 
the head of the American 
Football Conference western 
division. 

It was a good day, too, for 
another veteran quarterback, 
Steve Young. The San Francis¬ 
co 49ers’ leading player, back 
among the starters after yet 
another lay-off after suffering 
his third concussion in ten 
months, threw three touch¬ 
downs to his team’s 33-7 win 
over hapless New Orleans 
Saints.

Steroid misuse shows increase 


POSITIVE tests for anabolic 
steroids in the United King¬ 
dom have risen by 80 per cent 
over the past year. Although 
only two per cent of about 
4,000 samples analysed under 
the drugs-testing programme 
run by King’s College, 
London, proved positive — 
about the same as the previous 
year — anabolic agents were 
discovered in 27 of the samples 
as against 15 in the previous 12 
months. 

The findings are especially 
surprising because (here is a 
suspicion that some offenders 
have switched to substances 
which cannot yet be detected.

Mi¬ 
chele Verroken. director of the 
UKSC's ethics and anti-dop¬ 
ing directorate, said yester¬ 
day. The total number of 
doping offences discovered 
during the period under re¬ 
view was 82, compared with 84 
in 1995-96. 


"It is a great testament to the 
integrity of our competitors 
that 98 per cent tested nega¬ 
tive," Verroken said. “This is a 
result that confirms that the 
vast majority of them are 
competing drug-free." 

Tomorrow, leading sports¬ 
men and sportswomen will 
attend a national seminar on 
drugs and sport in London. 
Surveys have shown that 
many of them want life bans 
for anyone caught taking hor¬ 
mone drugs, although die 
trend internationally is to 
reduce penalties. 

Six weeks ago, the Interna¬ 
tional Amateur Athletic Feder¬ 
ation reduced the length of 
suspension for a first offence 
from four years to two, 
because of the fear of legal 
actions from banned athletes.

Clubs decide championship should cling to its traditional format 

Counties reject two divisions

CRICKET CORRESPONDENT 

THE intransigence of county 
cricket has once again held 
radical reform at bay. Even 
Lord MacLaurin of Kneb- 
worth, a businessman as acute 
as any in the country, has 
failed to shift the enduring 
parochialism of the game. His 
own passionately stated sup¬ 
port for a two-division county 
championship yesterday fell 
foul of the familiar fears that 
run rifle in the shires. 

By 12 votes to seven the First 
Class Forum of the England 
and Wales Cricket Board 
(ECB) derided to keep the 
county championship precise¬ 
ly as it is — essentially as it has 
always been. The fact that the 
remainder of the blueprint for 
the future of cricket. Raising 
the Standard . was almost 
totally endorsed could nor 
disperse the clear disappoint¬ 
ment on the face of MacLau¬ 
rin. chairman of the board 
and author of the plan. 

“I am sad that we have not 
gone to two divisions.” he 
admitted. “1 told the counties 
this morning that this was my 
personal view and I spent 
some time telling them why. 
But cricket is an ultra-conser¬ 
vative game and changes are 
not happening as quickly as I 
would like. We will give this 
system three years and see 
what happens.” 

Lord MacLaurin. although 
looking strained and sound¬ 
ing terse, said that he intended 
to stay on as chairman. “I * 
have got IS months to com¬ 
plete. I would hope to see that 
through before they throw me 
out," he said grimly. When 
pressed as to whether he 
would stand again, he said 
ambiguously: "We’U talk 
about it in a year's time, when 
the names go on the nomina¬ 
tion form.” 

No matter the deeper and 
broader benefits that will un- 
arguably accrue from his doc¬ 
ument, especially at the junior 
and recreational end of the 
game, it will be thought to 
have failed in its principal aim 
— the intensifying of competi¬ 
tive cricket and public interest 
in the county championship. 
MacLaurin himself must 
shoulder some of the blame. 

He took a calculated risk by 
originally proposing a convo¬ 
luted system of three equal

conferences, reasoning that by 
accepting a climate of change 
the counties would be amena¬ 
ble to a subsequent move to 
the promotion and relegation 
he had always favoured.

Defensive frailties put 
Celtic on the back foot

FOOTBALLERS are used to 
criticism, but Regi Blinker 
may have been dumbfounded 
to learn that even his halluci¬ 
nations can receive a hostile 
review. The Celtic winger, 
who faces Liverpool in the first 
leg of their Uefa Cup tie in 
Glasgow tonight, was admit¬ 
ting that die match had be¬ 
come an obsession. “I've been 
playing the game in my head 
ever since the draw was made 
and IVe scored two great 
goals." he said in a light¬ 
hearted way. 

“How did the defence get 
on?” a Scottish journalist 
asked lugubriously. The press, 
the public and perhaps even 
the players themselves all 
experience the same ambiva¬ 
lence where the present Celtic 
team is concerned. Half of the 
men likely to be fielded tonight 
were signed in the summer 
and the side has yet to 
coalesce. 

Ghastly mistakes, as seen in 
die 6-3 victory over Tirol 
Innsbruck in the home leg of 
their preliminary round 
match and the 3-2 league win 
at Motherwell on Saturday, 
have punctuated most perfor¬ 
mances. In consequence, there 
is an uncharacteristic tone of 
self-deprecation about Celtic 
supporters when they discuss 
their club's prospects against 
Liverpool, even though the 
newcomers, such as Henrik 
Larsson. have proved capable 
of vibranr attacking. 

For once, those fans may be 
guilty of over-estimating an 
adversary. like Celtic Liver¬ 
pool are a club living on past 
glories. If they seem better- 
equipped for a renaissance, 
they have still to turn theory 
into fact Perhaps Paul Ince 
really will add the steely 
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quality that has been lacking, 
but Liverpool, in these early 
days, are simply a team from 
the mid-table zone of the FA 
Carling Premiership. 

Roy Evans, the manager at 
Anfield, is mulling over the 
possibility of enhancing his 
side by giving Robbie Fowler 
his first match of the season. 
The forward, who has a knee 
injury, has been able to train 
for the past couple of days, but 
it may nor be prudent to put 
his fitness to the test from the 
start of a game played before 
50.000 people at Celtic Park, 
and the partnership of 
Karlheinz Riedle and Michael 
Owen is hardly in need of 
remedial attention. 

Although Liverpool will not 
be interested in the niceties of 
national psychology, the fer¬ 
vour that will beat down on 
them from the stands has 



nothing to do with the 
anatagonism of Scots for En¬ 
glishmen. Newspapers may 
be fascinated with that aspect 
of the contest, but the support¬ 
ers, and even their heroes, 
hardly seem to find it worthy 
of mention. 

"I have not heard it dis¬ 
cussed in the dub." Blinker 
said. "Perhaps the Scottish 
players only talk about it 
among themselves." If so, the 
conversation is being conduct¬ 
ed among a very small group, 
since Celtic's probable side 
only indudes four men born in 
Scotland. In die post-Bosnian 
era. Liverpool would find it 
almost as difficult to pass 
themselves off a$ standard- 
bearers for their own country. 

The affinity between the 
dubs also limits the scope fora 
feud. After the Hillsborough 
disaster of 1989. UverpooTs 
return to football came when 
they were invited to Glasgow 
to play Celtic in a charity 
match in aid of the victims' 
families. It was watched by a 
crowd of 60.000. Many of 
those people will be present 
again tonight and if they 
yearn to witness victory for 
Celtic, that is because Liver¬ 
pool are esteemed opponents.

Hall retires

SIR JOHN HALL will retire 
as chairman of Newcastle 
United Football Club on De¬ 
cember 1. The news came as a 
surprise yesterday as die 
multi-millionaire hijacked a 
Champions League press con¬ 
ference to announce his 
decision. 

Sir John. 64, said that 
Newcastle’s first game in Eu¬ 
rope’s elite competition — 
against Barcelona tomorrow 
— provided the perfect mo¬ 
ment for him to announce his 
derision as it represented the 
pinnacle of his ambition. 

"When I took over at St 
James' Park 54 years ago, my 
mission was to put Newcastle 
among the top three dubs in 
the UK and the top ten in 
Europe." he said. “1 sit here a 
proud man today because we 
welcome Barcelona in the 
Champions League, and it 
represents the fulfilment of 
what we set out to achieve. 

"Look how far we have 
come in 5*3 years. We set out 
on the edge of bankruptcy, 
and have spent nearly £100 
million to achieve our ambi¬ 
tion — let nobody forget that 
I've honoured my commit¬ 
ments to the dub.” 

Sir John said that wily die 
fear of an unfulfilled family 
life as he approached retire¬ 
ment age persuaded him to 
step down. 

“I’ve wasted my life in a 
sense.” he said. “I've not had 
the time to do what the 
ordinary bloke does—be with 
bis wife. children and grand¬ 
children.”

THE rugby unions of Wales 
and France will be expected to 
hold urgent inquiries into the 
violence that broke out over 
the weekend in the Heineken 
Cup matches in Pan and 
Brive. However, the violence 
was not confined to the pitch 
and yesterday four Ponty¬ 
pridd players were ques¬ 
tioned by French police after a 
clash with Brive players in a 
bar late on Sunday night 

While the organisers of the 
competition. European Rug¬ 
by Cup Ltd (ERC). await 
written responses from Brive 
and Pontypridd after the 
Welsh dub's one-point defeat 
a heavy cloud still hang over 
the whole competition. If con¬ 
sideration is given to suspend¬ 
ing any dub, then it must be 
done soon before the competi¬ 
tion resumes on Saturday. 

Yet the dubs themselves 
must also take action for the 
sake of the competition, 
which, in only its third sea¬ 
son. has become the flagship 
of northern-hemisphere rug¬ 
by below international level. 
The disturbing reputation 
that Pau have brought with 
them was verified during 
their game with Llanelli on 
Saturday, while Brive. the 
cup-holders, and Pontypridd, 
the Welsh League champions, 
both had players sent off 
during Sunday’s game and 
subsequently banned for a 
month. 

One of those players. Dale 
McIntosh, the No 8 from New 
Zealand who has made two 
appearances for Wales, was 
involved in a ■ bar-room
